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SALONIKA FACES THE 


Jews in the Front Line 


Salonika, where 50,000 Jews, the descendants of refugees 
from anti-Jewish persecutions. of over four centuries ago, 
live on terms of equality and friendship with 200,000 Greeks 
and Turks, 1s now in the front line of the European battle. 
Already during the past few days two air raids have been 
carried out on the city, which had not experienced enemy 
bombs since February 9. 

Air-raid precautions in Salonika have attained a high degree 
of efficiency. The city has been energetically prepared to resist 
the possibility of siege, and the old Jewish quarter possesses 
air-rand shelters far — to anything of which Spain could 
boast during the Civil War. Salonika now possesses at least one 
building mm every block of which the basement and first floor 


are so fortified as to be able to resist anything but direct hits,

YUGOSLAV JEWS’ CALL 


All Sacrifices for Nation’s Defence 


Representatives. of. the Yugoslav Jewish. Communities 
and important Jewish bodies have met in. Belgrade and 
framed a manifesto calling on Yugoslav Jews to give their 
ulmost assistance to the new Government and to make 
every sacrifice for the defence of the country. Young 
Jewish refugees from the Third Reich living in Yugoslavia 
have appealed to the Government to allow them to join the 
Yugoslav Army or to go to Greece in order to join the 
Greek Army.

building on fire. 

A number of anti-Semitic pro-Nazi newspapers have already 
been suspended by the Government, including the Vatme and the 
two Russian Monarchist weeklies, the Zemtay and the Russ- 
Kiya Svonopa, which had been loud in denouncing the Jews and 
praising the Nazis, A number of anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi 
agitators have been arrested.

Dr. Brown was operating all night 
during the blitz until 5 a.m. at the 
Hospital, and when the tragic deaths of 
his colleagues occurred, he immedi- 
ately took over control. From that 
time he has remained in charge of the 
Hospital, and his appointment to the 
headship has now been made by the 
Salford Corporation. The Salford 
| Health Committee, at a recent meeting, 
= passed a resolution recording its praise 
of Ur. trown’s courage and devotion to duty on the night of 
the blitz, when the whole district was suffering a severe attack 
and the hospital itself was hit. . 

Dr, Brown, who is 37. hails from Edinburgh, where his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Brown, live at Mayfield Gardens. 
He is a member of the Manchester Great Synagogue. He has 
had a distinguished academic and professional career. At Edin- 
burgh University, where he graduated M.B.. Ch.B., with Ist 
class honours in 1936, he won many class prizes and medals— 
including one for the most distinguished medical graduate 
of his year. He passed the examination for the F.R.C.S.Edin- 
burgh, in 1929. He has held appointments at Sunderland, 
Edinburgh, and Bradford Hospitals, and has been Demonstrator 
in Anatomy at Edinburgh University. 


SAVING THE “UNDER- 
FIVES” 


First Ort-Ose Residential 
Nursery

into places of safety. The first of these nurseries—at South 
Lodge, Heath Lane, Hemel Hempstead—was declared open 
last week by Lady Reading, who, Dr. M. Schwartzman. the 
sponsor of this scheme, announced, had agreed to become 
the Chairman of the Ose Children’s Aid Committee 

Phe Consecration Prayer and address were delivered by Rabbi 
Dr. A. Masmorstein, who was assisted by the Rev. Barnett 
Joseph. 

Mr. M. E. Waldman, OB._E., J.P., presided. and among 
others present were the Mayor of Hemel Hempstead. Alderman 
H. Fletcher, J.P... and the’ Mayoress: Mr. C. W. G. T. Kirk. 
the Town Clerk; Mr. A. H. Jarman. Chairman of the Education 
Committee; Mr. A. L. Wood, the Borough Treasurer: the Rev 
A. F. Robson, Vicar of Hemel Hempstead: and Mr. G. A. N 
Lowndes and Miss Ll. V. Humphries, representatives of the 
Ministry of Health 

Mr. Waldman, who is the Chairman of the House Committee 
of the Nursery, after paying a tribute to Dr. Schwartzman for 
his energetic work in carrying through the idea, mentioned some 
of the difficulties which they had experienced. They had first 
to find a suitable house, and then try to adapt it to their needs 
Greater difficulties faced them with regard to equipment and 
stall. In this respect they were very fortunate in having a very 
experienced, keen. and enerectic matron. As for equipment, 
they must express their very grateful thanks to the Ministry 
of Health for their very kind and timely help The House 
Committee had set themselves out to find such things as toys, 
perambulators. and so on 

Ihe Chairman thanked the Town Clerk of Hemel Hempstead 
for the ready advice he had given them 

Dr. Schwartzman expressed the gratitude of the Jewish Health 
Movement to Ladv Reading on her agrecing to become Chair-

LABOUR NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
REVISIONISTS 


Seeking a Unifying Agreement 


Fuller details of the recently announced negotiations 
between the Palestine Labour and Revisionist Parties for an 
agreement, reported briefly at the time in this paper, have 


been received. after delay in transmission. from our 
Jerusalem Correspondent. Hts dispatch is as follows: 
As a result of informal conversations held in Tel-Aviv 


recently between lIcading personalities of the Palestine Labour 
and Revisionist Parties, acting on ther own personal initiative, 
a joint proposal has been worked out as a basis of future 
negotiations for a more practical agreement, should the central 
bodies of both parties deem mt desirable to proceed with them. 

I have been given by one of the Parties concerned in the 
talks an account of these preliminary discussions The four 
men engaged were Berl Katzenelson and Eliahu Golomb, Labour 
leaders, and Eri Jabotinsky and Dr. Benjamin Lubotzky, for 
the Revisionssts, 

Dr. Lubotzky stated in an interview with me in Jerusalem 
that he might claim to have initiated these talks as a result of 
his perusal of the late Viadimir Jabotinsky’s “ Jewish War 
Front,’ which laid down a complete programme of Jewish war 
and post-war aims and aspirations. The Revisionists adhered 
to that programme in their talks and would do so in all future 
exchanges. 

The talks had arisen from a deep appreciation that the time 
had come—and it might be one of the last opportunities avail- 
able—to establish a joint Jewish representation in all matters 
concerning Palestine and Diaspora demands for Palestine before 
the end of the war. Such a world representative body could 
appear at the eventual Peace Conference with a formula for the 
solution of Jewish problems. 

The purpose of the private talks had been to reach a pre- 
liminary synthesis of the political platforms and aspirations of 
both parties. The proposal worked out could be summarised 
under three headings: 

(1) Political platform: 

(2) Essential reforms in the World Zionist Organisation; and 

(3) A settlement of labour questions affecting the Yishuvy only. 

One of the Palestine Labour conditions in connection 
with any eventual agreement was the re-entry of the 
Revisionist Party into the World Zionist Organisation. 
The Revisionists, while prepared to discuss this, were 
equally insistent, among other things, upon the abolition 
of the Shekel as an election voucher to the Zionist Con- 
gress, which in their view must become a Jewish National 
Assembly based on free suffrage without any financial 


ties. 
Naturally, other facets of the World Zionist Organisation 
programme as at present constituted would have to be clarified 
in the course of any negotiations embarked upon, Dr. Lubotzky 
declared. 


GENERAL SIKORSKIPS 
VISIT TO U.S.A. 


Polish-Jewish Question on the 
Agenda

The status of Jews in the new Poland is, I learn, to figure 
prominently in the official talks General Sikorski, the Polish 
Premier, is to have in the United States. The Premier secks, 
during his visit, to establish contact with the milhons of 
Poles there, and to discover their atfitude on the question 
of forming Polish military units in the U.S.A. He also 
wishes to obtain from President Roosevelt a clear view as

Obituary 
CAPT. ARTHUR NATHAN (Cairo) 


Honours in Freemasonry 


Captain Arthur Nathan, a well-known member of the small 
Anglo-Jewish ony 4 of Egypt, died recently in Cairo after 
a short illness. 

Arthur Nathan was born at Douglas (Isle 
of Man) in 1878. He was educated in 
Dublin and London, and joined the a 
Army Service Corps (then the A'S.C.). He 
was transierred to Egypt in 1899 and 
sappointed lieutenant and quartermaster in 
1914. During the last war he was Officer in 
Charge of Barracks in Cairo. He was 
promoted captain and quartermaster in 
1918, and was later mentioned in dispatches. 
In December, 1920, Captain Nathan retired 
from the Army and set himself up in busi- 
ness in Cairo. He is survived by his widow, 
one son and two daughters. 

Capt. Arthur Nathan was a Freemason 
of long standing, having been initiated in 
the Bulwer Lodge No. 1068 in March, 1902. He became its 
Wor. Master in 1908. He was largely responsible for the 
smooth running of the Lord Kitchener Lodge during the war 
years of 1914-1918, and held various offices in the District 
Grand Lodge from 1907 onwards, being made District Senior 
Grand Warden in 1919. In recognition of his work for the 
Craft, he was given the brevet rank of Past Grand Standard 
Bearer in 1938. He was active also in Royal Arch and Mark 
Masonry, occupying the Chair of the Bulwer Chapter in 1908 
and thut of the Egypt Mark Lodge and of the Royal Ark 
Mariners Lodge of Egypt in the same year. He was given 
brevet rank of Past Asst. Grand Director of Ceremonies in the 
Grand Chapter of England and that of Past Grand Sword 
Bearer in the Grand Mark Lodge in 1938.

Morris Barnett’s death leaves a gap in the communal Iife of 
North-West London which will not be easily filled. His 
modesty was such that he disapproved of any mention of his 
untiring activity for the Cricklewood Synagogue, but his col- 
leagues feel that this tribute should be placed on record and 
pray that God may, in happier days, give them the opportunity 
to institute some permanent record in "his memory. . 

None will forget the enthusiasm which he brought to bear 
in his work as Senior Warden. Who will fail to remember his 


sturdy figure striding daily, in all weathers, on his way to 
shool! One could set one’s watch by the regularity of his 
pilgrimages. 


The advent of war, upsetting the normal routine of synagogal 
life and administration, did not affect Morris Barnett in the 
performance of his duties. He regarded himself as the captain 
on the bridge and well did he steer the fortunes of the Syna- 
gogue under difficult conditions. A staunch upholder of true 
orthodoxy, he was an uncompromising opponent of anyone 

repared to make concessions trom the standard which Jewish 
aw demanded. 

His life was an example to the younger generation to follow in 
the old order of traditional Judaism. On behalf of my col- 
league, Mr. Simon Myers, the Board of Management, and of 
the members of the Synagogue, I express my sympathy to his 
family in the loss of a dear father and a worker in God's 
vineyard

Mr. Barnett was a fine type of English Jew, deeply religious 


and extremely conscientious. He was associated with the

Leeds Industrialist and Charitable Worker 


In a tribute to Mr. Abraham Feldman, who has died at 
the age of 74, Mr. E. E. Burgess writes: 
lor many years, right up to the last war,

created a niche for himself in the hearts of both local and 
Anglo-Jewry. He was born in Hull and arrived in Leeds as a 
young man. He soon built up a vast woollen and clothing 


organisation and was the pioneer of the standard-priced made- 
to-measure suit, with a chain of establishments throughout the 
country. In the heart of “ Woollenopolis " and amongst leaders 
Ol the textile industry the name of “Abe "’ Feldman became 
recognised as the synonym of Jewish enterprise, 
probity, and integrity. 

Like his distinguished brother, the late Alderman Henry 
Feldman, J.P., who was three times Mayor of Hull, the deceased 
sacrificed his entire leisure to the cause of his coreligionists. 
As Treasurer, he helped to revive the waning Jewish Board of 
Guardians: he did much to revitalise the Jewish Institute; and 
he strove continually for the amalgamation of Synagogues, for 
the termination of the Rabbinical wranglings over Shechita, 
and for arbitration in trade disputes. 

He was staunch in his Orthodoxy, Despite his advocacy of 
the co-ordination of charities his personal philanthropy was 
extensive. His office at Russell Street was an ever-open door 
to those in adversity each Friday. For many years he shod 
and clothed the needy Jewish children attending the Talmud 
Torah and elementary schools. 

On his retirement to Harrogate, Mr. Feldman continued his 
interest in communal matters. The memory of “Abe” Feldman 
will be perpetuated in the minds of local Jewry by the Friendly 
Society dedicated to his name. 


MR. B. ACKERMAN (Birmingham) 


The Birmingham Community mourns the loss of Mr. B. 
Ackerman. who died on Friday last. He had been President, 
Warden, and Trustee of the Central Synagogue, and in recogni- 
tion of his valuable services had been created Life Honorary 
Member of the Committee.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE MANNA CEASES 


“ And the manna ceased.”—Joshua, v, 12. 

HAT a psychological and economic revolution its 
W contained in these two simple Hebrew words from our 

Haftara! They are so casually introduced into the 
course of the Scriptural narrative that we allow our minds 
to flow over them, but we have only to allow our imagina- 
tion a little free play over their implications to realise the 
cataclysmic changes which they involved, 

For forty years, during the whole period of their sojourn 
in the wilderness, the physical needs of the Children of 
Israel had been miraculously supplied by the fall of manna 
from heaven. It demanded no contribution of effort on 
their part. Daily they went forth and found this mysterious 
substance spread as a thin layer upon the ground. They 
gathered as much as was needed and were satisfied. No 
doubt when the manna first fell it had all the charm and 
wonderment of novelty, and its recipients, aware of its 
unnatural and supernatural provenance, rendered due thanks 
to God. But forty years had now passed; the generation 
which entered the Promised Land, with the sole exception 
of two men, Joshua and Caleb, had all been born in the 
wilderness, born, so to speak, with this silver spoon in their 
mouths, and inevitably they must have grown up to regard 
this miraculous descent of food from heaven as a normal 
occurrence, as natural, as eternal, and as immutable as the 
courses of day and night, as the emergence of the sun in 
the morning and its setting at the close of day. Any 
suggestion that this form of existence must one day come 
to an end would have been received by them with derision 
and unbelief. So it was and so it would be for ever. For 
such is the nature of man. When blessings fall into his lap, 
he does not too carefully scrutinise their nature. 


ND now, suddenly, devastatingly, without introduction 
or warning, “ the manna ceased.” They awoke in the 
morning and went forth to gather their usual ration, and 
lo, there was none! “ And then was it borne in upon them 
that the old order had passed away, never to return. Then 
it was that they realised that this secure existence they had 
been brought up in and which they had come to regard as 
normal was but an unnatural passing phase. [hen it was, 
for the first time in their lives, that there came upon them 
the grim truth that henceforth unless they sowed they would 
not reap, unless they builded with their hands they would 
go without shelter, unless they worked they would not live. 
The imagination stumbles at a description of the psycho- 
logical revolution that was born in their minds. Bewilder- 
ment, consternation, despair, and terror must have been 
the first reaction, but gradually, as the compensating joys 
of the new life came to be realised, it must have been 
replaced by that sober satisfaction and inner contentment 


which the Psalmist describes in the words, “ When thos 
shalt eat the labour of thine hands, happy shalt thou be, 
and it shall be well with thee.” 


It is difficult to find a modern parallel striking enough 
to convey adequately the mental changes which he behind 
these words. Imagine a young man whose father had left 
him comfortably provided for, with an adequate income 
for life. His financial worries are limited to the necessity 
of his going weekly to the bank to draw his allowance. So 
he goes on thoughtlessly for years, and then one day he 
goes to the bank to draw his allowance, to find that the 
bank has closed its doors and his investments have dis- 
appeared. One can well picture his bewilderment, his 
terror, and his despair at the realisation that his once 
secure existence is no more, that henceforth ualess he works 
he cannot live. But one can also picture, of there ts any 
manliness in him, how, when the first feeling of blank- 
ness passes off, is followed by one of relief and satis- 
faction that he has ceased to be an idler and a social 
parasite, that he has a part to play in life, 


UT is there not a wider, a more impressive parallel at 
the present day, painted on a much larger canvas, one 
so huge and detailed that on it each one of us can see 
himself clearly: portrayed? Cannot we perfectly describe 
the cataclysmic changes’ which are overtaking the world 
to-day, and which have made the world of 1938 as remote 
and as unreal as that of a century ago, in the words “ the 
manna has ceased”? The old order changeth and giveth 
way to the new, and in that new order which will emerge 
from this, the most exhausting of all wars, all those sources 
of livelihood which in our shortsightedness we had regarded 
as normal and proper but which were in essence as 
miraculous and as unnatural as manna from heaven will 
find no place in wt. The manna ceases, and if the prospect 
at first fills us with fear, despair, and apprehension, these 
feelings must give way, on clearer and more sober reflec- 
tion, to a healthier and more just attitude, to a feeling of 
relief and inner contentment that we shall all toil for our 
own well-being and for that of the Community. What we 
do not sow we shall not reap, and what we do not build «a il 
not stand for us. We shall eat the labour of our hands, 
and happy will we be, and it will be well with us. 


A consideration of these two words of our Haftara will 
have the salutary effect of preparing us for these changes, 
that they do not take us unawares. Economic readjust- 
ment will be the outstanding need of the world as a whole, 
but none stands more in need of it and of a healthier out- 
look on its problems than do our people. And if one asks, 
what has all this to do with the Festival of Passover, with 
the message of Freedom. one can answer: “ The priceless 
boon of Freedom was bought by the Children of Israeli at 
the cost of the Hleshpots of Egypt: we shall emerge, bruised, 
battered, and scarred, but into a better and nobler world at 
the same price, for ‘the manna has ceased. ™

A SUPERB HAGGADAH 


Magnificent Production of Illuminated 
Text 


The Haggadah, Executed by Artuur Szyx, Edited by Ceci. 
Roru. The Beaconsfield Press. 100 guineas.

Arthur Szyk, the Polish artist, is widely known, especially as 
& miniaturist. Evidence of his exceptional gilts may be found 
in his historic “ Statute of Kalisch,” which he produced while 
still in Poland, and in his 38 compositions which make up his 
“ George Washington,” the original of which is now in the 
White House, having been presented to the President of the 


United States by the Government of Poland. 
oo Cecil Roth needs no introduction to Anglo-Jewish 
readers. 


The two in collaboration have produced in the work under 
notice a veritable masterpiece, one that places all who have co- 
operated, not only the artist and the man of letters, but also the 
Sun Engraving Company, who engraved, printed, and produced 

work, and Messrs. Sangorski and Sutcliffe, who have 
supplied the covers, well worthy of their contents, in the fore- 
front of their professions. 
_ There have superb instances of printing and bookbind- 
ing previously, but it is doubtful whether at any time one can 
be found to surpass the work under notice. Conneshen can 
properly be made with the masterpieces among the illuminated 
manuscripts of the Middle Ages, and this comparison M. Szyk 
and his collaborators need not fear. 

Apart from the text of the Haggadah and directions for the 
service, there is a new, scholarly, and, as in everything that 
Mr. Roth writes, very readable translation with appropriate 
commentary, drawn from the Hebrew classics, and notes. Text 
and translation are so balanced that cach page of English covers 
exactly its counterpart in Hebrew. To enable this to be effected 
the comments and their arrangement have been very carefully 
selected As a further aid, illumination has been brought in. So 
that the text and translation shall be clearly differentiated from 
all supplementary matter different colours have been used. 
Colour varieties are even employed for those portions of the 
Liturgy that are sung, spoken aloud, and recited softly. But 
these colours all tone with one another and serve also to 
enhance the beauty of the work, 

Apart from the very large number of illuminations and illus- 
trations interspersed among the text, there are 49 full-page 
illustrations, all in colours and all on vellum. M. Szyk is 
responsible for the illustrations and for the drawing of the 
Hebrew text. As a superb calligraphist he excels in this latter 
almost as prominently as in the former. 

In the course of time the illustrations of the Haggadah have 
tended to become stereotyped and to some extent almost 
wooden. M. Szyk has broken away from what had become a 
tradition and has started the Haggadah illustrator on a new line 
of development. Even the traditional “ four sons,’ to which 
we are by now so accustomed as to feel almost that they are 
portraits, have been discarded. Starting afresh, M. Szyk has 
depicted what are in his opinion the four types of Jews. As Mr 
Roth says: 


“The types are the types of to-day; and the lesson 
which he attempts to convey is one of burning actuality. 
It is not, as is the case with some others, that Szyk has 
succeeded in performing excellent work in the medieval 
spirit and through the medieval medium. It is rather that 
he has given the medieval medium a fresh vitality, show- 
ing that it ts alive. significant, and valid for the present 
time. Szyk’s types are those who have been met by all 
of us—the pious old men and women of the Eastern 
European ghettos, the saintly Rabbis, and scholarly house- 
holders who have been the inspiration of Jewish life. the 
grandmothers by whose hands so many of the dearest 
traditions of Judaism have been transmitted, the young 
pioneers of the New Palestine engaged in building up a 
new life, on a freshly-purified basis, in the land of their 
forefathers.” 

Summing up, the book is a masterpiece, one that should 
increase the happiness of every one of its possessors, who will 
find new interest and new delight every time he opens its pages.

The Refugees 


13,500 INTERNEES FREED 
Many Thousands Still Detained 


About half of the enemy aliens who had been under 
detention in Britain and the Dominions have now been 
liberated in accordance with the instructions in the White 
Paper setting out the categories eligible for release. The 
latest figure of releases is about 13,500. Of-that number 
approximately 1,300 were Italians and the remainder 
Germans and Austrians. 

There are still about 5,000 detained overseas, dnd between 
8,000 and 9,000 in Britain. From Canada, about a thousand of 
the civilian internets have been returned to Britain, it is 
announced by Mr. Paterson the Home Office representative 
who is now at Ottawa. The immigration of a further thousand 
to the United States has been arranged The remainder, with 
the exception of a certain neinber who have been released 
because they have relatives of the first degree in Canada, will 
remain in internment in Canada for the duration of the war. 


BRITAIN’S SHAME” 
Liberals Denounce Internment Policy 


Attacking the Government's internment policy. at the annual 
meeting in Manchester recently of the Lancashire, Cheshire, 
and North-Western Liberal Federation, Sir Andrew McFadyean, 
Joint Hon, Treasurer of the Liberal Party Organisation, 
declared: “ That our ersatz Gestapo lost their heads is no 
excuse for the ill-treatment of Hitler's earliest enemies, many 
of whom had suffered nameless indignities, risked their lives, 
and lost all but what they stood up in to oppose him, at a 
time when it was not unfashionable to make excuses for him.” 

Sir Andrew also spoke of the refugees returned from Canada, 
“whither they were sent in a _ grossly overcrowded ship, 
battened down at night, though almost every man on board 
was sick where he lay in the accommodation which had to serve 
by day as well as night.” In Canada men who had spent long 
periods in German concentration camps were classified and 
treated as prisoners of war. The refugees who had returned 
here were ready to make every allowance for what they were 
charitable enough to regard as the kind of blunder liable to 
occur in war, eager to be employed in any work which furthered 
our common purpose. “ This attitude did them honour—and 
should cause us some little shame.” 

The Organisation's annual report, which was approved, 
supported Sir Andrew's plea for a more enlightened and 
generous policy towards friendly aliens. 


INTERNEE ART 
Drawings From Canadian Camps 


An exhibition of drawings and watercolours, the work of 
some of the refugees who had been interned in Canada, was 
opened last Sunday at the premises of the Free German League 
of Culture, 36, Upper Park Road. N.W

more striking because these German refugees--many of them 
stalwart anti-Nazi campaigners—did their work despite the 
humiliating and unsatisfactory conditions to which they were 
often subject. The work bears the stamp of an unquenchable 
and virile faith.

BOMB-ORPHANED KIDDIES 

I venture to recall to your readers, who have always genen 
ously supported the Jewish Day Nursery, established in White 
chapel in 1896, that it still functions, though under war con- 
ditions, as a residential nursery. At the outbreak of war this 
Nursery was evacuated under the auspices of the L.C.C. to 
Block 7, Hutton Residential School, Essex. There Matron 
Miriam Davis, well known and beloved of two generations of 
Stepney mothers and babies, has been solving problems for the 
last 18 months and meeting strange new conditions and respon- 
sibilities, receiving, without notice, children from bombed areas, 
and keeping all these little evacuees well, physically and men- 
tally, and happy all the time. The first family party of 29 
children were all from Stepney. Some have outgrown the 
Nursery, and the 22 now in residence have been collected from 
various London Boroughs and damaged areas. One little one 
is there whose mother sacrificed her life in protecting her baby. 
All one can hope is that these children are too young to realise 
the nightmare from which they have escaped. As Chairman of 
the Alice Model Nursery (in which is incorporated the Jewish 
Day Nursery) I am asking you to tell our friends and all who 
love little children that we still depend on them.—Mkrs. ALice 
Move 33, Belsize Park, N.W.3. 
A KINDLY MAGISTRATE 

Among the cases heard at Marlborough Street Police Court 
last week was the sad case of a young German Jewess, 
aged 17, who was charged with stealing 3s. Ild. of goods from 
a West End store. The magistrate expressed sympathy with this 
girl in the fact that her parents were still in Germany and that 
she herself, but a child, was earning 17s. 6d. a week, out of 
which she had to pay 10s. a week rent. Also, since she became 
a wage carner the German Jewish organisation, who brought 
her over, had severed their association with her. The Magistrate 
pointed out to her the errors of her ways, in behaving so in a 
country which showed her hospitality in her hour of need, and 
handed her over to Miss Rosenthal, a Jewish probation officer. 
While we have such kindly and sympathetic magistrates—who 
bow not to race or creed—it sugurs well for the future of the 
Jews. But an explanation should be forthcoming from the 
organisation who severed their connection with this “ child” 
when she became a wage-earner.—” $.S." 


WOMEN AS SHOCHTIM? 

Nowadays women are gradually engaging in occupations 
which, before the outbreak of war, were regarded as the prero- 
gative of-men. Not only aré they found as auxiliaries in the 
three Fighting Services, but also in many civilian occupations, 
It has occurred to me that it might be a good idea if they 
undertook more duties in Jewish communal life. Surprising 
though it may seem, there is nothing in Jewish law debarring a 
woman from acting as a Shochet. and in fact there are instances 
of women Shochtim (or, more correctly, “ Shochtoth”!) In 
the’ Responsa of a Il6th-century Italian Rabhi Isaac ben 
Immanuel de Lattas, there are the copies of certificates which 
he gave to two women allowing them to perform Shechita. 
The Mishna (Zebachim 3’) states clearly “ slaughtering is valid 
if it is done by them that are not priests, or by women or by 
bondservants. " and the Talmud does not modify this ruling. 
Later Rabbis also could find no reasons for a prohibition The 
pseudograph of Eldad ha-Dani, “ Hilchoth Erez Israel.” in 
which he cites a law forbidding women to practise Shechita is 
not accepted (Hullin 2a, first Tosafoth), and the eminent 
authority Meir b. Baruch of Rothenburg also rejected Eldad’s 
spurious claims and held that it would be quite permissible 


for wom : to act in this capacity (see his Responsa, Prague ed, 
No. 193). Those who think that women would be ineligible on 
the ground that MSBSYMM NOw should remember the 


harrowing work performed so calmly by women air-raid 
wardens.—Mr. Aron Conen, Laburnum House, Tredegar, Mon.

THE RED HEIFER 


Jewish and non-Jewish scholars and commentators have 
always experienced great difficulty in offering a satisfactory and 
intelligible explanation of the baffling institution of the “ Red 
Heifer.” Dr. Spencer states that the Red Heifer was instituted 
in opposition to the Egyptian prevailing superstition. For the 
Egyptians held cows, which were sacred to Isis, in great venera- 
tion, as Herodotus, Diodorus, and others confirm. In fact, they 
would rather have eaten human flesh than that of cows. In 
order, therefore, to expose this folly of Egypt in the eyes of the 
Israelites, God directed Moses to appoint one solemn institution 
wherein a heifer was to be the victim. That the selection of 
this victim was intended and dictated in opposition to the pre- 
vailing Egyptian ideas is confirmed by the succeeding ordinance: 
“ He that toucheth the dead body of any man shall be unclean 
seven days” (Num. xix., 11). The idea of the pollution 
occasioned by the presence of or by contact with a dead body, 
and a person being defiled even by touching a bone or a grave 
(verse 18) would be very much exaggerated in this chapter: un- 
less we assume that the object was to establish among the Jews 
the practice of interring their dead, contrary to that of the 
Egyptians, who sometimes kept the bodies of their forefathers 
embalmed in their houses for several generations, and even 
pawned them and borrowed money upon them. In Egyptian 
life the tomb played a much more prominent part than the 
temple: the tomb was the centre of all family worship. The 
Jewish law thus rendered this practice impossible. It is most 
remarkable that Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai actually combines 
these two peculiar ordinances: “know ye, that not the water 
of separation which contains the ashes of the Red Heifer make 
a man pure, nor does a corpse make a man impure.’—MrR.

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THE TRAIL OF A _ TRAITOR 


From Stoke Newington to Berlin 
WHY JOYCE LEFT ENGLAND 


[By a Correspondent] 


“1 William Joyce, left England because 1 would not 
fight for Jewry against Adolf Hitler and National 
Socialism. I left England because | thought that victory 
which would preserve existing conditions would be 
more damaging to Britain than defeat.’—" Haw-Haw ” 
broadcasting from Germany last week. 


Stroliers along Stoke Newington Road, North London. on 
a warm evening at the beginning of July, 1936, as they neared 
the Gordon Road corner, would have been startled by the 
sudden burst of an angry hubbub, dominated at times by a 
persistent, loudspeaker-magnified, smoothly-flowing voice, that 
seemed to arouse ever-growing excitement among its hearers. The 
street-corner orator had collected a crowd of about a thousand 
agitated citizens, some of them noisily approving the speaker's 
remarks, and others as hotly denouncing them. The casual 
observer might have passed by, remarking to himself that this 
was only another one of these fellows running down the Jews. 


Litthe more than three years later, that same voice, now mul- 


tiplied a millionfold, re-echoed all over the world. It came 
from Germany, day in, day out, its slimy tones creeping into 
any home that cared to let it in. William Joyce, street-corner 
Jew-baiter, had become “ Lord Haw-Haw,” Hitler's chief pur- 
veyor of hate for the English-speaking world, Hitler's chief 
means of breaking British morale. The same smooth drawl. the 
same contemptuous nonchalance, the same vicious incitement— 
“Jairmany calling.” 

The path of treachery, by easy stages, had led from Stoke 
Newington to Berlin. 

It is difficult to trace Joyce's dark career up to that July day 
in 1936: but his road after that is clearly marked. It was the 
road. taken by quislings before and after him—the road of 
bedevilment by race-hatred that makes men traitors. 

Joyce says, in his new book, “ Twilight Over England * (pub- 
lished only in Germany so far), that he was born in New York 
in 1906. His father’s people came from Ireland. John Beckett. 
Joyce's former colleague in political activity, also places 
Joyce’s birthday in 1906. (Preface to * National Socialism 
Now,” by Joyce, published in 1937.) 


Upbringing Obscure 


His upbringing is obscure, but apparently he enlisted in the 
British Army in 1921 at the age of 15. He then served in 
Ireland in the “ Black and Tans.” The large scar which dis- 
figures his face ts said to date from this period, although Joyce 
himself used to claim at one time that i had been inflicted by 
Jewish anti-Fascist “ razor-gangs.’ After this he seems to 
have done many things. “ He acquired a varied experience of 
many different kinds of life,” says Beckett. A rumour suggested 
that he had at this time taken an Honours degree at London 
University, and later had acted as a private tutor (presumably 
in languages). He is said, according to other sources. to have 
been a Conservative Party organise: 

It was with his association with Sir Oswald Mosley, when 
the B.U.F. was founded in 1932, that Joyce first achieved 
notoriety. ACTION Once indicated that even in those days Joyce 
was strongly anti-Semitic—that. in fact, he had been ant- 
Semitic long before the B.U.F. came into being. Joyce once 
said that he had expounded anti-Semitism from public platforms 
in 1933—a year before “ Mosley thought that anti-Semitism 
might pay.” Curiously enough, about this time he is said to 
have on one occasion addressed the Jewish Old Boys’ Club, 
expounding Fascism and refuting that it was necessarily anti- 
Semitic. However, his anti-Semitism became more and more 
pronounced, and was only matched by his pro-Nazism. His 
former wife (she divorced Joyce some years ago) has declared: 
“After he left the Conservative Party and drifted into the 
Fascist sect, he became pro-German, even to the extent of having 
his hair cut in the German way and wearing German-style 
clothes. The greatest compliment you could pay him was to 
say. You look like a German. 

Beckett records in * National Socialism Now ™ that he first 
met Joyce at a BLU-F. meeting at Paddington Baths which Joyce 
—** one of the dozen finest orators in the country "—addressed. 

By 1933 Jovce had already become one of Mosley's chief 
lieutenants. When B.U.F. Publications, Ltd., was registered 
in February of that year, Joyce was one of the sharcholders 
(others were Major-General J. F. C. Fuller and A. Raven 
Thompson—the latter now interned). 


Mosley’s Goebbels 


- The following years, with the complete victory of Nationa! 
Secialism in Germany, gave impetus to the B.U.F., as to all 
Fascist movements throughout the world, and Joyce became 
known in many parts of Britain as Mosley’s star propagandist 
and the arch anti-Semite. When, at a meeting at Chiswick in 
January, 1934, the banner of anti-Semitism was first raised at 
a B.U.F. meeting, Joyce was the speaker to raise it; and he 
declared that Fascists’ tolerance towards the Jews must cease 
Almost simultaneoysly, it was announced that Jews were thence- 
forth barred from the B.U.F. Joyce was later appointed BUF. 
Director of Propaganda—Mosley's “ Goebbels and Streicher 
rolled into one. 

And so we find him, in the summer of 1936, at a Stoke 
Newington street-corner, pledging that “ we will rid Britain of 
the Jews" and praising Hitler's anti-Jewish policy. “The 
Jews,” declared this future traitor, “ must put Britain first 

From one rowdy meeting to another, Joyce proved himself 
an apt pupil of the Nazi extremists. His anti-Jewish violence 
and his pro-Germanism grew with the adoration of his Fascist 
followers, to whom he gave a thrill that Mosley was unable to 
supply. ‘We pass sentence of death and destruction on the 
Jews,” he said at a Camden Town meeting. To-day it ts over 
the death and destruction of British men, women, and children, 
by his employers’ air-murderers, that William Joyce sickeningly 
gloats. Germany and Italy should be taken as models 
declared to an audience in 1936’at Hampstead Town Hall, where 
many objectors to his foul calumnies were savagely mis- 
handled by his organised thugs. All this time he covered -his 
budding treachery with the mask of super-patriotism. “ Britain 
belongs to the British people and not to the international 
financier, nor the Communist, nor the Jew,” he screamed at 
Hampstead. And at a meeting at Hackney. after proclaiming 
that the Jews were the enemy, he then asked his audience to 
sing the National Anthem “ with the greatest possible fervour 

In March. 1937, Joyce stood as B.U.F. candidate for Shore- 
ditch in the L.C.C_ elections, and was soundly beaten. The 
successful Labour candidate, at the declaration of the poll, 
denounced the hooligan methods employed by Joyce in his 


campaign. Joyce replied: “ We are delighted to say that this 
campaign Was not conducted in a gentlemanly manner. We are 
not gentlemen; we are British.” Some of those present gave 
him the answer—truer than they realised at the time: “ You 
mean youre German spies!” 

A few days later Mosley. gave Joyce his marching orders: 

he and Beckett were sacked. They claimed it was because they 
alone, among the Fascist sycophants, stood up to Mosiey and 
“told him the truth,” and because they considered that the 
B.U.F. had failed to win mass support. But Mosley retorted 
that up to the time of their dismissal they “ loaded the move- 
—s ro Leader with eulogy and voiced no complaint of 
any kind. 
_ Joyce was now a political free-lance—his own master, at 
liberty to follow his chosen Nazi heroes with less concealment. 
He and Beckett, with other B.U-F. dissidents, immediately 
launched the National Socialist League, a Fascist movement on 
(so Joyce said) British lines, but with a programme closely 
following the Nazi one. He and Beckett were the National 
Directors, with an advisory National Council. 

One of the main points of the League's programme was co- 
operation with other National Socialist nations against Bol- 
shevism. “The National Socialists of Britain can honour 
patriotism in others, and their spirit can be joined with that of 
National Socialists abroad. . . .’ The League was, of course, 
anti-Jewish. Joyce stated this explicitly. 

The League's main fire, however, was directed against the 
B.U.F., whose members they sought to win over. In March, 
1938, A. K. Chesterton, editor of Mosley’s Action. resigned 
from the B.U.F. in protest against the Leader's line at the time. 
He issued a pamphiet, “ Why { Left Mosley,” which was pub- 
lished by Joyce's League and which gave many interesting facts 
about the Leader's entourage, attacking Mosley for failing to 
give more scope to people like Joyce, Beckett, and others 
who had “rendered loyal and distinguished service.’ Chesterton 
later emerged in connection with the Militant Christian Patriots. 
_ British People’s Party, and Viscount Lymington’s New

“Strength Through Joyce” 


In September, 1938, with the maturing of the Czech crisis 
a new Organisation emerged, including Joyce and Beckett, and 
supporting the Nazi demands. It was called the British Council 
against European Commitments, Viscount Lymington was the 
President, Joyce Vice-President, and Beckett Hon. Secretary 
Among the speakers listed at its open-air meetings were several 
members of the Joyce family, Quentin, Frank (interned last 
year), and Joan; ahd Macnab. one of the Fascist dissidents who 
had, like Joyce, come out of the BLU.F. Joyce's dominant role 
in this organisation ts shown by the fact that he and Beckett, 
according to one circular, gave personal instructions to all 
speakers 

Joyce's growing cxtremism can be gauged by Beckett's resig- 
nation from the National Socialist League, a few weeks later. 
in October, 1938. on the ground that he felt that “ greater 
moderation was necessary, especially in relation to the Jewish 
problem.” Thereupon Joyce became sole director, setting him- 
self the.task of reorganising the League in order “ to strengthen 
it as a movement of racial National Socialism.” Beckett went 
off to interest himself in the British People’s Party, the New 
Pioneer, and the British Council for Christian Settlement in 
Europe. He was interned last !une 

The “ reorganised ** League was left with an advisory com- 
mittee and a headquarters staff largely composed of the Joyce 
family, carning itself the apt nickname “ Strength through 
Joyce.” 

Obscurity enshrouds the League's further developments 


On the Eve 


The months of 1939 preceding the war and Joyce's emergence 
as “ Haw-Haw”™ are the most mysterious of his career. By 
one account he had been closely associated since 1938 with a 
spy organisation employing over 300 secret agents, who were 
provided with special codes. Joyce and other leading members 
were. it was alleged, in close touch with members of the staff 
of the German Embassy in London 

It will be recalled that last November a woman named Anpa 
Wolkoff was convicted on a charge of attempting to send a 
letter in code “to one Joyce in Berlin.” 

Joyce may have been occupied during these months in putting 
the finishing touches to his spy plan 

Joyce outlines the final step in his treachery in his “ Twilight 
Over England“: * To me it was clear that the greatest struggle 
in history was now doomed to take place. - Apart from my 
absolute belief in‘ National Socialism and my conviction of 
Hitler's superhuman heroism I had always been attracted to 
Germany. _ My hopes of being able to play some part of 
a definite kind, however small, in this struggle have been 
realised. thanks to the wonderful kindness and trust with which 
I, as a stranger, was greeted ” [in Germany]. 

When he arrived in Germany. said one report, he had on 
him: embezzled funds of his National Socialist League. He was 
accompanied by a woman, also a former member of the B.U.F 


. She, too, now broadcasts for the Nazis. 


So much for the physical career of this man who describes 
himself as a “ daily perpetrator of high treason.” But what of 
the spiritual motives that underlay this astounding life of 
treachery? 

When sentence was passed on Joyce's accomplice, Anna 
Wolkoff, the Old Bailey judge made the penetrating statement: 

“ You have undoubtedly been led to do this by the anti- 
Jewish obsession which the Solicitor-General rightly des- 
cribed as a virus which had entered your system and had 
destroyed your mental and moral fibre.” 


The Fruits of Vanity 


This .applies, in even greater measure, to Joyce himself. 
Joyce, by all accounts, was a man of overweening conceit. 
He had such a fantastically high opinion of himself that it was 
painful for him to occupy a subordinate position Brooding 
on the “ injustice which had somehow prevented adequate 
recognition of his “ superiority,” this egoist took the common 
mental course in such cases. Too conceited and cowardly to 
face up to the fact that he was a very ordinary, if rather vicious, 
type, he shirked this admission and blamed “some outside 
cause.” Not his own limitations, but other agencies were 
denying him success—and the people responsible were, of 
course, the Jews! . 

At first. with Mosley, his chance seemed to have arrived. 
But here again he was balked. For some reason, perhaps 
because Mosley was also an arch-egoist, Joyce failed to find 
full recognition of his “ merits,” He was irked, too, 7 the 
narrow and poorly supported development of the B.U. a 
movement which, he thought, could win mass support only if 
it went all out on an anti-Jewish programme. 

He began the mans Socialist League with high hopes. But 

it failed hopelessly. 
“ At first be. poke enthusiastically of the National Socialist as 
being the “true rebel, the divinely inspired revolutionary, who 
lives to make history, not to be enslaved by it.” But gradually 
he must have lost faith in his fellow “ revolutionaries ‘’—never, 
of course, in his own superiority—and come to the conclusion, 
like Quisling, that only Nazi power could put him in his 
“ deserved " position, could place William Joyce in a position of 
unquestioned power over British people.

It was learned, before Count Ieleki's death, that the Hunganan 
Minister of Justice has been engaged for some months in the 
preparation of a new Jew-law, but that events had made it 
impossible for it to be presented to Parliament M_ Bela 
Liukacs, President of the Government Party, stated last weck 
that the law is shortly to receive Parliamentary consideration 
It is said to be more severe than its predecessors, since these 
were not found to be effective 

In addition, the appointment of M. Bardossy as Premier to 
succeed Count Teleki has produced a painful wumpression on the 
Jews. He is known in Hungary as a pronounced anti-Semite 
and pro-Nazi The reactionary forces, much encouraged. have 
initiated a campaign demanding the suppression of the Hun- 
garian Socialist Party on the alleged ground that the Socialists

Speaking of the new venture, he said they had heard critics 
who asked why they should have separate Jewish nurserics. 
They wished to have Jewish nurseries because they felt that 
there were elements of a specific Jewish problem im this domain 
which should be approached by a Jewish organisation if u was 
to be satistactonly solved. Jewish children were not dis- 
criminated agamst by non-Jewish organisations, and they would 
themselves certainly not discriminate against non-Jewish 
children in their Jewish nurserics. But they were setting up 


‘Jewish nurseries because they were sure that they could 


approach Jewish mothers in an easier and better way than 
could non-Jewish organisations, and because their activities 
would, to some extent, help the - Government, in so tar as 
Jewish children were concerned, to carry out their plans to 
evacuate voluntarily the “ under-fives " from the danger areas 

The praiseworthy Jewish mother did not wish to detach her- 
self from her children even in the bombed areas, and if she 
could not herself take away the child she would not part with 
it. Her attachment to the littl one had been strengthened for 
generations by powerful factors of socially inherited ways of 
life. habits, customs, and usages, and i became stronger than 
common sense or individual judgement. This foree could be 
successfully counteracted only by some very strong means 
indeed. When the blessmMg of a mother’s love became a curse 
to the little one doomed to stay in the midst of the horrors of 
air raids, it was the duty of a Jewish organisation to step in 
and create nurseries of a type which would strongly appeal to 
the Jewish mother, to create homes with a Jewish environment, 
with kasher food, and where Jewish festivals and some Jewish 
observances could be kept. 

Lady Reading spoke of the importance of such nurseries. 
vag hoy she hoped that that was the first of many nurseries of 
its kind. 

Lieut.-Col. J. H. Levey, D.S.O., O B_E., Acting Chairman and 
Treasurer of the Joint British Committee Ort and . 
moved a vote of thanks to the visitors. Referring to the 
presence of the Mayor and Mayoress, Lieut.-Col. Levey said it 
signified the spirit of friendliness which existed between Jew 
and Gentile in Hemel Hempstead. 

In his reply the Mayor said he was sure their Nursing Centre 
would be received in the borough with great sympathy. 

Mr. Lowndes said the Ministry was very sympathetic indeed 
to the problem presented. by the child under five, who could 
not avail itself of the Government evacuation scheme because 
it was impossible for its mother to take it out of a heavily 
bombed area herself, or because it was impossible for her to 
send it to friends or relations. One common thread, running

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IMPERIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS continued 
*FOODSHIPS OR JEW-LAWS”’ 
| Radio Paris Frenzy 


The Nazi-controlled Paris radio has made a savage attack 
on Colonel J. Mendelsohn, head of the American New 
Zionist Organisation and former National Commander of 
the organisation of the Jewish War Veterans of the United 
States, in reply to his request to President Roosevelt to 
demand that the Vichy Government abolish the Jew-laws 
before he consents to the dispatch of food ships to 
unoccupied France. 

Colonel Mendelsohn, in his message to President Roosevelt, 
said that during the last world war American Jewish soldiers 
fought to defend France, and that the Vichy Jew-laws were an 
Outrage against civilisation The Paris radio described Coloncl 
Mendelsohn’s request as one “ typical of Jewish Shylocks, prov- 
ing that the Jews have no love for other people and only think 
of themselves."” The American Jews, it said, are ready to let 
old people and children in France starve merely because they 

ve some grievances against certain legislation dealing with the 
Jewish problem. Apparently the Jews wanted to dominate the 
world and starve out the non-Jews. 

This is a good example of how the Nazis are trying to incite 
the French people against the Jews merely because of a simple 
demand that the Jews be treated like human beings, The Paris 
radio also seems to forget that the Jews in unoccupied France 
are particularly affected by the problem of the dispatch of 
American food ships to France, since they are particularly hard 


hit on the question of food supplies. It still remains for Vichy 
itself to speak. 


Vichy Commissioner for Jewish Affairs 


Radio Paris also announces that the recently appointed Vichy 
Commissioner for Jewish Affairs, M. Xavier Vallat, is pro- 
ceeding to Paris. This is regarded as an indication that Vichy's 
policy towards the Jews will be in the future even more 
dependent on German instructions. It is also thought likely 
that the measures enforced against the Jews by the occupation 
authorities in Paris will be applicd to Jews in unoccupied 
France. 

One of Vallat’s main tasks will be to control the liquidation of 
Jewish property. He will draw up and submit to the head of 
the State all legislative measures relating to the status of Jews. 


INTERNEES SENT TO SAHARA 
Vichy’s Inhuman Decision 


Internees at the Verney concentration camp, in France, 
are being conscripted for compulsory labour on the Trans- 
Sahara railway, says a Jewish Telegraphic Agency report. 
The first group of 150 have already left. 

Jewish circles deeply deplore this decision of the Vichy 
Government, particularly in view of the fact that the majority 
of the internees at Verney have been undeér-nourished for 
months, in addition to which most of them are unaccustomed to 
such arduous manual labour. It is feared that such compulsory 
work in the heat of the desert will, for many of the prisoners, 
be tantamount to a death sentence. 


A new bridge over the Rhine has been built by the Germans 
near Strasbourg. It is partly composed of stones from the 
Strasbourg Synagogue, which was burnt last August. 


BOMB ATTACK ON SOUTH AFRICAN 
JEWISH PAPER 


The printing plant of the Union Publications, Ltd., of Johan- 
nesburg, which owns and prints the Sourn Aprrican Jewisn 
Times, was considerably damaged by an explosion recently. 
Pieces of a home-made bomb, apparently constructed in a piece 
of six-inch tubing, were discovered. <A _ police investigation 
is proceeding 

The outrage appears to be linked with similar bomb attacks 
on property which took place last year, and which were found 
to have been actuated by political and anti-Semitic motives. 

In spite of the damage done, the Soutn Arrican Jewrsn 
TIMES is appearing as usual 


*“JESTEM POLAKIEM” IS ANNOYED 
Jews Who Will Complain 


The latest issue of Jestem Potaktem (“I am a Pole”), 
which appears under the guidance of a new editor named 
Tadeusz Brzezinski, contains what is apparently intended 
to be an explanation of its anti-Semjtic policy. 

One of the major factors in the Polish question, it says in an 
editorial, is the Jewish problem. “ We do not believe that by 
not writing about the Jews we can change their attitude to 
Poland. ‘e¢ do not believe this, because the Jews have much in 
common with the Germans, beginning with their lack of 
tolerance to other peoples. and ending with their exaggerated 
respect for those whom they fear. 

“ Poland—ultra-tolerant Poland,” it goes on, “ has never 
wished to show her strength or to use it. That is not in her 
character. While Western Europe was witnessing the reciprocal 
burnings of Protestants and Catholics, Poland was introducing 
laws guaranteeing religious toleration; when Europe was ¢x- 
pelling the Jews, Poland was receiving them, and giving them 
rights which were never subsequently withdrawn. . 

“ If the Jews do not find anything about which to complain 
in this paper,” says JestemM Potaktem, “ they will find it in 
other Polish papers: and Przysziosc (a new Polish Jewish 
paper) will continue to print provocative articles by bribed 
iot aristocrats. He who wants to hit will always find a stick.” 

Later in the same article, the editor says: “ We will not 
reproach the Ministry of Information for sending to the Polish 
camps men like Litauer, Szapira, and Topolski’ |implying them 
to be “ non-Aryan "’]. “ It gives the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 
THe CuHronicie, and the PrzyszLosc a new ground on 
which to attack Poland.” 

The same issuc contains an anonymous letter from “ C.R.,” 
referring to a recent article by Dr. Schnur in “ Free Europe ” 
and to the five-point programme promulgated by Mr. ; 
Abrahams, head of the Political Department of the New Zionist 
Organisation, and adds that Mr. Abrahams shows a clear under- 
standing of the situation when he says that “ all the reasons for 
anti-Semitism in pre-war Europe will remain after this war.” 

‘We see already,” says “C.R..” “ that our attitude to the 
Jewish question finds understanding in serious Jewish and 
English circles, and we should not cease our efforts.” 


Official Investigation 


The Polish Government “tcepudiates the anti-Jewish articles 
published in Jestem Potakiem. We believe such articles injure 
our cause and we deplore them.” This statement was made to 
the News CHronicie this week by an official on behalf of the 
Polish Government. 

It is added that there is to be ‘an official investigation into 
the activities of the contributors. The matter is to be raised in 
Parhament, and it is expected that a statement will be made 
on behalf of the Foreign Office. 


POLISH GOVERNMENT AND THE 
ANTI-SEMITES 3 


Addressing a meeting of the Council of Polish Agudists, 
recently, Dr. Schwarzbart made an appeal for the Council's co- 
operation with the Polish National Council. 

After a number of Agudists had sharply criticised the anti- 
Semitic activities of certain Polish circles in Britain, Mr. H. A 
Goodman, winding up the debate, said that while Agudists 
wished the Sikorski Government § every success, they must 
express their disappointment that the Polish authorities, though 
dissociating themselves trom these anti-Semitic attacks, had yet 
failed actively to condemn them. Jews had a right, he said. to 
expect the Polish Government now to prepare for the establish- 
ment in Poland after the war of a democracy in which anti- 
Semitism would be regarded as anti-social. 


PALESTINE DEPORTEES IN MAURITIUS 


Satisfactory details about the life of the refugees deported 
from Palestine to Mauritius are revealed in letters reaching 
Jerusalem. The refugees, it is stated, were warmly received 
by the local Jewish Community. 

Some of them live in private houses and some in camps, They 
are assigned bv the Government a monthly allowance of £3 
each, and are permitted to carry on their normal trades or 
employment, 

The Rhodesian Jewish Community recently arranged a social 
event, bringing in the sum of £4,500, which was distributed 
among the relugees.

‘“NEW ORDER” IN SCANDINAVIA 


Following an address by Quisling at the Frankfort anti- 
Jewish Congress, which discussed the co-ordination of 
anti-Jewish activity in the “New Europe” (reported in Tue 
JewisH CHRONICLE last week), the Norwegian Nazi organ, 
Pritt Fork, has published a six-column front page anti- 
Semitic article. Jewish-owned shops in Norway have been 
defaced nightly with abusive slogans and smeared with 
white paint, 

Aage Andersen, leader of the Clausenists (the Danish Nazi 
Party), announced at a recent meeting that he had made a 
special journey to Germany to interview Julius Streicher and 
get from him guidance on the Jewish question, 

A special edition of the Sruermer is to be published in 
Danish. 

It is announced in Copenhagen that twenty-two Danish sub- 
jects, mostly Jews, now abroad, have been deprived of their 
citizenship. The action was obviously taken under Nazi 
pressure, for the persons concerned have been accused of con- 
ducting anti-Nazi propaganda. 

Dr. Goebbels’s propagandists have lately brought to Denmark 
a number of anti-Semitic films in order to instruct the Danish 
people about “the Jewish menace.” But the Danes have 
systematically boycotted the films, which show to empty 
cinemas. 


WINNING THE PEACE 
Jewish Rights in Post-War Europe 


It was certain that, in post-war Europe, many Jews would 
have to remain in large numbers in those countries in which 
they found themselves. The Jews must be prepared with a 
programme when the peace came to be made. The trouble was 
that while the Jewish masses knew what they wanted, the 
Jewish leaders did not. 

So declared Mr. J. Cang last Sunday, presiding at the second 
symposium on “ The Future of the Jews in a Free Europe,” 
held by the Association of Jewish Polish Citizens in Great 
Britain at Absa House, 46, Commercial Road, E. 

Their first aim, said Mr. Cang, was to help defeat Hitler 
and destroy Fascism. But they had various other aims, and 
must unite in a clear-cut programme so that they would not 
lose this peace, as they had the last. 

Dr. A. Steinberg considered that the position of the Jews 
in Europe would depend on the position of the world as a 
whole. The more places like Eretz Yisrael that they had 
in the world—say in Australia or elsewhere—the better it 
would be for them. He also spoke of the need of preparation 
in the spiritual and cultural sense. They must be united in their 
own ranks 

Rabbi A. Twersky recalled the treatment that had been meted 
out to Jews in a “ free Europe “ before Hitler came to power. 
What, he asked, did they get from the last war? Paper declara- 
tions only, He paid tribute to the spirit of freedom and 
tolerance which they enjoyed in England—their cause was bound 
with the victory of England. But he had no faith tm any 
promises which they might obtain from statesmen. The future 
of the Jews in a free Europe would be secured only if Europe 
learnt from the present tragedy and became a _ really 
religious and spiritual Europe. Hf this factor dominated the 
world, all the brutal instincts which to-day were so rampant 
would be destroyed and the future of Jewry assured. In such 
event they would be given their own State in Evetz Yisrael 
and not such declarations as in the past had been treated 
as scraps of paper. 


HELP FOR PASSOVER 


Polish Jewish Refugee Fund’s Allocations 


The Polish Jewish Refugee Fund, besides providing for a 
number of refugees on its register, has also dealt this year with 
applications for Passover help on behalf of the Jewish soldiers 
serving in the Polish Army in England. Since most of these 
soldiers have not got Passover leave, arrangements have been 
made for Seder nights to be held in the camp. The Fund, in 
conjunction with the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency 
Council, has made a special grant. 

Passover parcels containing matzot and other foods have also 
been sent to Polish refugees detained in internment camps pend- 
ing the regulation of their legal documents. 

A special grant has been made to the Keren Hatorah Relief 
Fund for Passover relief for 300 refugee children evacuated to 
various country districts, and a grant for Passover has also been 
made to refugee Yeshiva boys at a hostel. 

Arrangements have been made for Seder nights for 100 
refugees to be held at the “ Beth-Am,” 153, Finchicy Road, 
N.W.2.

THE NEW PHASE 


WITH Hitler's furious plunge into the historic cockpit 
of the Balkans, a.new phase in the war has opened. 
Near East and—if the Japanese menace is something 
more than Oriental bluff—Far East too will sce the 
extension of the conflict. It may even be that the denial 
of Iraq oil will drive Hitler Ukraine-ward, when the 
Soviet will inevitably be embroiled. America’s 

recarious neutrality may any day be ended. So that 

fore long all five Continents may be ablaze from the 
torch held by the hands of a single blood-crazed nation. 
In the self-justifying proclamation, crammed with the 
usual lies, with which Hitler heralded his wanton attack 
on Yugoslavia and Greece he repeated his old and stale 
fictions against the Jews. A conspiracy of Imperialism, 
capitalism, and Jewish high finance, he screamed, made 
a surprise attack on Germany in 1914. Though every 
school-child must by now know that it was Imperial, 
and Imperialist, Germany of 1914 that, lusting for 
expansion, impelled by the Drang nach Osten, confident 
of Britain’s unreadiness for war, and gloating over the 
certainty, then as now, of an easy victory, wrecked the 


desperate eleventh-hour efforts for peace, and started 


the last world war. Just as now Hitlerist Germany, a 
diseased imitation of its diseased predecessor, has chosen 
to start a second world conflagration. 

The Democracies, united bands of brothers, will 
meet the latest challenge in the new phase with steady 
nerves and mounting strength, prepared for grievous 
rebuffs and heavy trials before their hour for victory 
strikes. Certainly the Jews in thetr midst are, like their 
fellows, under no illusion as to the grievous sufferings 
in store or as to the momentous issues involved—and 
involved for them not only as citizens but as Jews. 
The German thrust towards the Iraqi oil wells and the 
Suez Canal draws Palestine definitely nearer once again 
to the battle area, and recalls the flamboyant and muis- 
chievous appearance which Kaiser William once staged 
for himself on the holy soil. Ut need only be pointed 
out that through Palestine runs the coveted ptpe-line, 
and that the deposed Mufti of Jerusalem—self-seeker, 
assassin, and, as a consequence, pro-Nazi-——has been 
active in Baghdad, where a coup d'état has just been 
enacted. In these circumstances, tt is natural that Jews 
should look forward with. anxious hope to the question 
of a Jewish army being speedily lifted out of the 
academic stage and given practical consideration. 

The new Nazi drive incidentally implies a serious 
threat to the Jews of Salonika. The lives and liberties 
of the 70,000 coreligionists who form that important 
community are involved. What they will suffer, in any 
event, under the impact of the German assault, is only 
an experience which they will share with their fellow- 
Jews in the open cities of Britain. 

But even while contemplating the widening havoc of 
the actual warfare, it is impossible to exclude a thought, 
an anxious thought, for certain important problems 
which are developing for us Jews at home, as they are 
also for the general body of the population. The heavy 
and unexampled toll of the national resources now 
being quite rightly taken, as vividly illustrated in this 
week's Budget, is impoverishing the wealthy and even 
the moderately well-off. That means that the 
communal coffers are being steadily depleted, and 
rendered unable to meet the demands of future recon- 
struction, or even of current needs. A _ very large 
proportion of the Community's expenditure ts concerned 
with charity. Would we not be deluding ourselves if 
we supposed that the old generosity will be forthcoming 
under a tax of the standard rate of 10s. in the pound, 
which, combined with surtax, will take from the very 
rich the imposing proportion of 19s. 6d. in the pound? 
While these same imposts apply equally to non-Jewish 
taxpayers, they have not to bear the additional burdens 
which the Jewish community has willingly shouldered 
in happier days. They have not had to burden them- 
selves with the building up of a national home. They 
have no special private “ funds” to raise for defence of 
their good name against unscrupulous traducers within 
the country. They have not in the past, and for obvious 
reasons, played anything like the same almost heroic 
pest in the salvaging of retreating armies of refugees as 

ws have uncomplainingly done. Some figures, in this 
connection, are quoted in the excellent booklet on “ The 
Jewish Question,” just written by Dr. James Parkes— 
one of the Oxford Pamphlets on World Affairs. Refer- 
ring to Jewish charitable effort during the opening 
months of the refugee flight from Germany, he writes: 
“The majority of wealthy Jews tax themselves to an 

extent of which the non-Jew has absolutely no idea. 
For the refugees from Germany—of whom 15 per 
cent. were not Jewish—it has been calculated that the 


average Jewish contribution per head in Great Britain 

has been between 10 shillings and a pound; while the 

Christian contribution has been less than a penny 

the Jews had to take responsibility not only for their 

own refugees but for many Protestant, Catholic, and 
other refugees as well, since there were no Christian 
funds available to help” 


It may be that the Government will find itself com- 
pelled to make an increasing part of charities in general, 
especially hospitals, a State charge, and amongst these 
Jewish charities will take their place. The burdens of 
Jew and Gentile would thus be proportionately relieved. 
But there is no certainty that this will be so. In the 
meantime support for various specific Jewish causes, 
non-charitable as well as charitable, is only too likely to 
wilt under the crushing load of taxation. The exact 
extent and acuteness of the whole problem is not fore- 
seeable at this moment. But most assuredly it is not too 
soon for the Government to take it into earnest consid- 
eration among the many other aspects of the post-war 
reconstruction, 

Upon Jews, with their already straitened resources, 
the same duty of earnest consideration devolves with a 
double urgency. They simply cannot rest idly while 
their entire collective organisation is, with increasing 
tempo, starved into dissolution. They may indeed have 
new enterprises to build, as well as old ones to discard. 
Those responsible for our institutions and charities will 
have to get together and hammer out some practical 
policy for shaping the inevitable new course. 


“OUT OF THE HOUSE OF BONDAGE” 


THe “wicked son's” question in the Seder service 

“ What mean vou by this service? “-——-can rarely have found 
a more devastating retort than in events as they unfold 
themselves before our eyes to-day. Indeed, the dictator 
tyrants are providing the reply daily. The desolated home- 
steads of Continental Jewry mutely testify to its truth. And 
it can be stated in a few sentences. The Seder narrative 
recalls the first great oppressor who enslaved the Jewish 
people and the archetype of all anti-Jewish oppressors. It 
recalls the great deliverance of the Red Sea. It warns us, 
penned though it was long, long ago, that although “not one 
only has risen up against us, but in every generation some 
have sought to annihilate us,” yet the Almighty has always 
saved us. And so it bids us hope even in these days of 
encircling gloom. Much and weighty meaning then is 
there in the service for the doubting, the scoffing, the 
religiously alienated Jew. The Festival, indeed, is alive 
with reality not only for the Jew but for the non-Jews, too, 
those now groaning in captivity under ruthless foreign task- 
masters and those struggling desperately to avert such serf- 
dom from themselves. It 1s the greatest of all the festivals 
of freedom, for it reveals God Himself as the Leader in the 
fight for lhberty--a God of Liberty, as well as a God of 
Battles. It thus shows freedom to be a Divine cause, 
invested with a holiness, a purpose, and a supreme dignity 
against which human machinations and contrivances must 
prove futile and vain. So, in truth, Jews and all mankind 
were intended to regard it, for the first of the Command- 
ments spoken on Sinai proclaimed the living God who had 
delivered His people from the House of Bondage. 


A MESSAGE TO FREE MEN 


Nor does the universalism of the Jewish Festival stop 
there When the enslaved Israelites were freed from the 
yoke, they were endowed with a tremendous mission. To 
these ex-serfs was entrusted the mighty task of carrying the 
message of an ethical God to His creatures. Could anything 
declare more forcibly and vividly the innate nobility of the 
common man, or render more distinctivély wicked the 
dictatorial differences between so-called superior and 
inferior races so sedulously and mischievously cultivated 
on the European Continent? Looked at in this light, the 
Egyptian deliverance can be seen as humanity's patent of 
nobility, the God-given declaration that to Him national 
or group castes meant nothing. and pride of origin or station 
was folly, and that all were His children. There is, in this, 
a wealth of encouragement and hope. But if God is a 
God of justice and freedom -that freedom which embraces 
within itself all prospect of progress and happiness—likewise 
is He a God.of Law. For the enfranchised Israelites were 
brought to the foot of Sinai, there to receive the Decalogue 
and to be taught that Liberty did not mean licence, that 
it had to be compassed by restraints of passions and 
appetites if it was not to degenerate into anarchy and 
suffering. What a world of meaning there is in this, too, 
tor our tortured generation! Thus, in fighting for the reign 
of law, the Democracies are assuredly fighting God's battle. 
Let us take from this truth the assurance of complete victory 
and dedicate our whole being to the struggle in which we 
are engaged. It is the Festival of Freedom's message to 
all free men. 


AFTER-WAR PROBLEMS 


A SENTENCE in the report of the Joint Foreign Committee, 
presented at the last meeting of the Deputies, stated that the 
Committee had given preliminary consideration to a number 
of suggestions submitted to it in regard to post-war policy. 
This is a welcome reminder that the problems of peace— 
from the specifically Jewish point of view—are not being 
forgotten in the gathering crisis and turmoil of the war. 
But whether Jews as a whole, wherever the right to 
think and speak freely still exists, are alive to the immensity, 
the complexity, and the gravity of these problems is by 
no means certain. That the shaping of the post-war 
world will tax the statesmanship of all the nations was 
emphasised by Lord Halifax in his recent illuminating 
speech in New York. 


BASIS FOR AGREEMENT 

It is necessary to bear in mind, as Lord Halifax urged, 
that it is not possible at this stage to draw detailed plans 
for the future structure of the community of nations, but 
he went on to say that “we are already in a position 
to see the basis on which agreement must be founded.” 
No more, but no less, than this can be expected of Jews 
in the special case of the Jewish people. Jews cannot at 
present attempt to formulate cut-and-dried plans. But they 
can, and must, try at least to arrive at agreed principles, 
not only principles for the reconstruction after the war, but 
principles whereby something like common agreement cana 
first be reached. 


PREPARE NOW! 

At the moment it would be deluding ourselves to pretend 
that any such agreement prevails. Nor could it be expected 
to emerge without considerable effort. The Jewish status 
in Palestine, the question of minority recognition § in 
certain countries, the questions of emigration and whether 
or not the exiles should return to their native lands when 
these are decontaminated from the Nazi pestilence, and the 
various other aspects of the enormous reconstruction 
problem—all these will require not only “clear thinking” 
cleansed of partisan zeal, but an earnest, unselfish, and 
supremely sane determination to reach concord even at 
the cost of heavy sacrifice of pet theories and movements. 
Our ideas on all the very grave and complex questions 
will have to be clarified, if a maximum of reasoned and 
wise agreement is to be obtained. It is, we must be made 
to understand, of the first importance that the greatest 
possible degree of harmony should be established not only 
among the Jews of these islands, but between them and 
their brethren in the United States, which is destined to 
play a great and perhaps decisive part in the settlement of 
the post-war world. For all this work not only are con- 
fidence and reason necessary, but also time, and a start 
cannot be made too soon. 


“JAIRMANY CALLING ” 


ANY lingering doubts that might have been felt as to the 
identity of the British subject who daily spouts treason on 
the German radio to British listeners have now been dis- 
pelled by the miscreant himself. “I, William Joyce... .” 
the drawling voice that has disgusted so many in this country 
with its treacherv, has. now announced itself. Report 
had spoken truly! In another part of ‘this issue, under 
the heading “The Trail of a Traitor,” will be found a 
highly interesting account of the career of this morally miv 
shapen creature, so far as the facts about him are known. 
It is the common story of a rake’s progress from obscurity, 
via Fascism, to spiritual damnation. Several lessons in it 
stand out lurid and ghastly. One is the moral decom- 
position produced in a man’s character by overweening con- 
ceit and ambition when united with the anti-Semitic 
obsession-—-which he turns into a lever for rising to power. 
This Jew-hating psychosis rots every fine instinct, and 
debases, and reduces its victim to the level of a vile 
jackal. Once infected with it, as Joyce himself taught, the 
individual goes from beastliness to beastliness and from 
crime to crime. Joyce 1s, above all things, vain in the 
extreme—*“ 1, William Joyce.” is his chief idol. Having 
taken an absurdly favourable view of his own merits, and 
found that the world did not take him at his own valuation. 
he promptly laid the blame for his failure on the wicked 
Jews. Then he went a step further and joined his country 
in the same indictment. Ungovernable vanity is also 
believed to be the besetting sin of most of the more intelli- 
gent anti-Semites, especially of the Fascist and Nazi leaders. 


AN URGENT NEED 


THe question which suggests itself in contemplating such 
a career as that of Joyce is whether the State does all it 
can and should do to protect its citizens first from the 
disease which produces such types, and secondly from the 
infection which such types spread. In the present terrible 
Struggle we have seen the oceans of human suffering set 
flowing by such people. We know, too, or should know, 
that whatever peace settlements are made, and however 
strongly built we may believe them to be, they are always 
hable to be overthrown by some new glib-tongued ruffians 
in Berlin or Munich by means of the “hate™ cult so 
typified by anti-Semitism. The Nazis rear their young in 
the villainies of the race-hate creed. Why should not the 
democratic and liberty-loving peoples teach their children 
to be on their guard against the cruelties, the follies, and 
the bloody consequences of this immoral teaching? Why 
not lead them into understanding of the equal rights of all 
human beings, as children of one Father, their dependence 
on one another, and the blessings these truths hold for all 
the human family? 


In this respect the States have grievously failed thei 
peoples! They have taught civics too much on a purely 
national basis. The Churches, indeed, may have spoken 
out now and then, but their efforts have not been system- 
atic and have not come near to the kind of thing that is so 
desperately needed. Yet, is it not folly to expect a new and 
better world to arise after the war, consisting of harmonious 
and peaceful associations of nations, if the cancer of race 
antipathy is allowed to continue its ravages and to sap all 
sentiments of goodwill, respect, and confidence? The time 
is at hand when this matter will have to be taken vastly 
more seriously and systematically. The schools must be 
enlisted in the work. If Nazis set up academic chairs of 
racialism, the free nations must found chairs of racial 
understanding. Such movements as the Boy Scouts must 
be multiplied throughout the nations. Man must be saved 
from the evil in man, or all the schemes and plans and 
“mew worlds” will be so much more illusion.

REACTIONS OF EVACUEE 
CHILDREN 


Dr. Morris’s Report to J.R.E.B. 


Dr. Nathan Morris gave an analysis of the reactions of 
the Jewish children to their new life under evacuation con- 
ditions at a meeting of the Religious Education Board, 
which was held last week at Woburn House. Dr. Nathaniel 
S. Lucas, the President, was in the chair. 

In presenting the report of the Finance Committee. the 
Treasurer, Mr. S. London, said they were in the position of an 
old firm which had amalgamated with other firms. and whose 
only function for the time being was to hand over its income 
to the gencral pool, namely, the Joint Emergency Committee. 
This they did to the extent of £2,100 a year, which, plus expenses 
for administration work, represented nearly their yearly income. 
There was, however, a small excess of income over expenditure 
for 1940, and in view of the urgency he would suggest that they 
consider how much more they could afford to hand to the 
Emergency Committee 

The report was adopted. 

The Rev. I. Goldston, in presenting the report of the Jewish 
Higher Education Committee, said it had been decided by the 
Jews’ College Examinations Committee to hold an examination 
at the end of next July. 

Dr. Nathan Morris, in his report, said that never before had 
their educational organisations been called upon to display such 
alertness, initiative, and capacity for self-adjustment as in the 
past fateful year 

fter recounting bricfly the main features of the educational 
developments during the year, Dr. Morres said that the Emer- 
gency Committee was responsible at the present time for about 
6.000 children, in London and the reception areas. It had a 
staff of 200 teachers, including 35 full-trme. It had 250 centres 
of which SO were in London; and 200 were scattered over % 
different counties, from Cumberland to Cornwall 

These were the bare figures, But behind them lay a story 
which, in many respects, was dramatic and stirring. The 
majority of Jewish children at the present time were not cared 
for by their parents, but by strangers-——-by non-Jews, who had 
undertaken the irksome duty of bringing up other people's 
children. These were placed with decent English folk A 
remarkable fact about it all was that in all his talks with people 
concerned intimately with the complex problem of evacuation, 
including large numbers of children, he could not recall one case 
of unkindness to of harsh treatment of a Jewish child The 
children were unanimous about the kindness shown to them 
everywhere, in most cases by people who knew of Jews before 
only by repute 


Marvellous Effort at Self-Adjustment 


The English countryside had given their children a great wel- 
come, and in their reaction to tt. Jewish children had made a 
marvellous effort at self-adjustment. It always meant a vrench 
—@ strange environment, unknown ways otf life, dillerent food 
It had not yet been realised that the question of tood was not 
only a matter of religious observance. Feeding habits played a 
psychological, and probably also a physical, part in the life of 
a child. Universally their children longed for Jewish food. It 
was a severe psychological test But the children had come 
through it with a success that entitied them to a large measure 
of pride and self-congratulation 

They were popular everywhere, but they had not bought their 
popularity at the price of their Jewishness. One might say 
quite safely that im spite of the loss im thei positive knowledge, 
in Jewish habits and skills, there was a compensating Baim im a 
keener sense of Jewish awareness, in their sense of belonging 
to one another and to the Community in general. These children 
would come back with less Jewish knowledge, bul with a keener 
desire to acquire knowledge about their Faith, them people, and 
themselves. tt would all depend. stressed Dr. Morris, on what 
the Community as a collective body would have prepared for 
them by way of organisation, of schools fit to receive them, of 
schemes of study to help them to translate their vague enthusiasm 
into something visibly Jewish 

The Emergency Committee was now planning an expansion 
of its function so that it might become a central co-ordinating 
body for Jewish education in Britain, said the speaker. This 
principle was adopted the previous day at the mecting of the 
Emergency Committee If they succeeded in doing this, it 
would be the most fitting memorial to the late Mr. Herbert 
Adler, whose personality dominated Anglo-Jewish education in 
the period between the two wars 

Mr. Alfred Wolf was co-opted a member of the Board.

Evacuees’ Relief Fund Well Supported 


Seconding the motion, Alderman Morris made a reference 
to the splendid achievement of the annual charity concert in 
obtaining £1,525. Paying a tribute to the work of the Evacuees’ 
Emergency Relicf Fund, the speaker said that since October 
last there had been a rather big influx of evacuces from 
London, who arrived with their health impaired, without means, 
clothing, bedding, or shelter. A fund was set up, and through 
the efforts of the Chairman, Mr. E. M Rowlands. a splendid 
sum was raised. He trusted that another appeal would not be 
necessary, but if it. were made he was confident that it would 
meet with similar success Continuing, Alderman Morris 
deplored the fact that so many members of the Community 
subscribed so little, and in some cases nothing at all, to the 
premier Jewish charitable organisation of the city. It was most 
discouraging to find that so many shirked their responsibilities, 
and left it to others to come forward and care for the less 
fortunate ones.

HULL’S AID FOR REFUGEES 
[From our Correspondent] 


How the Hull Community has eased the lot of victims 
of persecution who came to the city is told in the recently 
issued annual report of the Jewish Committee for Refugees. 

Among the adults, transmigrants were assisted. and traimees 
taken care of. Fifty applicants for domestic service were satis- 
factorily placed. Hull being a protected area, the regulations 
involving alien refugees meant additional work and expense for 
the Committee. The departure from the city of the adult 
refugees was much regretted by the large circle of friends they 
had made, A few have recently returned, by permission of the 
authorities. 

The. Committee has devoted much work to the care of the 
children, 63 in all, who have been happily placed in comfortable 
homes. Their general welfare and religious and secular educa- 
tion are carefully watched. 

Periodic visits are paid to their homes, even when they have 
been evacuated. All are reported well and happy. One girl is 
at the Hull College of Commerce, another at the local college 
of arts and crafts, two boys are at the Hull Technical College, 
four boys at the Leeds Ort Enginecring School, and one is on a 
West Riding farm. A few of the children over 16 are now in 
employment. The local B'nai B'rith lodge has been responsible 
Pag care and maintenance of five refugees, children and 
adults 

The burden of the work has fallen upon the two Hon. Secre- 
tartes, the Rev. D. Hirsch and Mr. Philip Bloom, who. assisted 
by the President, Mr. M. V. Gosschalk, worked untiringly and 
sympathetically Mesdames D. Hirsch and D. M. Rosen have 
given much time and thought to the welfare of the children, 
whilst Drs. R. Haas and P. Science, Hon. Medical Officers. and 
Messrs. M. Adler and E. Levinson, Hon. Dental Officers gave 
their services unstintingly, 

The sum of £2,290 was raised by the Committee's first appeal, 
and £S12 12s. by the second. In addition, weekly collections 
prior to the war brought in £14 each week, but this has now 
been reduced to £3 weekly.

Meet Palestine’s own “ Home Guard.” ie 

The nucleus consists, for the time being, of British 
subjects from the United Kingdom and other Dominions, 
all_ of them in Government service or in various walks of 
civilian life. The large sprinkling of Britons of the Jewish 
faith in their midst is representative of Communities not 
only in every part of England, Scotland, Wales, and 
Ireland, but also of the Empire. 

Civil servants, businessmen, bankers, lawyers, journalists, 
and a host of others are in the First Jerusalem Company, which 
takes military training twice weekly under the auspices of a 
famous British county regiment, whose warrant officers and 
N.C.O.s are showing the volunteers the use of all types ol 
weapons, etc., as employed by the British Army. 

Under a Bill being considered, Palestinians—both Arab and 
Jewish—are to be invited to join the Local Defence Volunteers 
at the discretion of the High Commissioner The Bill applies 
the provisions of the Army Act to this volunteer force. 

Your correspondent, who is a private in the First Jerusalem 
Company, can testify to the keenness of the men and the 
remarkable facility with which they slip into military discipline 
and usage when assuming their “ Home Guard" uniforms for 
this type of militia training.

TRIBUTE TO BRITISH JEWRY 


Mr. Leib Jaffe on the “Blitzed’’ Communities 


A reception to Mr. Leib Jaffe, Palestine delegate to the Keren 
Hayesod campaign, was given at the residence of Dr. Celina 
Sokolow last week. 

Dr. Ignacy Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the Polish 
National Council, who presided, emphasised the indestructible 
link between Jewry in Palestine and Jewry in the Diaspora, 
which, he said, constituted a synthesis. They would not renounce 
their national rights in the Diaspora, he said, but at the same 
time they would not cease to fight for the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine. Without a strong Jewry in Europe there 
would be no security for the Jews in Palestine. 

Mr. Jaffe paid a tribute to British Jewry, and expressed his 
admiration for the work for Palestine carried out by a Swansea, 
a Cardiff. or a Sheffield in the midst of air warfare. Giving a 
vivid picture of life in Palestine to-day, Mr, Jaffe revealed that 
the so-called Palestinian troops who had taken part in the 
battle for Keren were in fact young Jews of Palestine, who had 
played a glorious part in that action. 

He concluded with an appeal to British Jewry to build up 
Palestine as its spiritual shelter.

YOUTH ALIYAH CHILDREN IN 
PALESTINE 


Rescued From Nazi Oppression 


Five hundred and thirteen Jewish children from war-stricken 
Europe have arrived in Palestine during the last four months 
it is announced by the Children and Youth Aliyah Movement. 
They came from Lithuania, Scandiaasia, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
and Yugoslavia, 

Encouraging reports from all parts of the world show that the 
work of rescuing Jewish children from the results of anti- 
Semitism is still continuing with great success, the organisation 
states. In addition™to those who have already arrived, 200 more 
children are now en route ‘for Palestine, and it ts hoped that 
they will arrive in the very near future. The majority of these 
children come trom the Balkan countries. 

There are now in Palestine about 7,000 children, refugees 
from Nazi-oppressed countries, being educated and trained for 
a useful and constructive life by the Children and Youth Aliyah.

EX-MUFTI INTRIGUES AGAIN? 
The Coup d’Etat in Iraq 


The ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, who, it will be remembered 
fled from Palestine before the war, has been busy intriguing 
again, it is reported, this time in Iraq. 

A military coup d'état was accomplished last weck, in the 
absence of the Regent, Emi: Abdul Ilah, and while Parliament 
was not sitting, and, according to a statement issued by the 
Irag Legation in London (the statement seeks to blacken the 
Regent), “the Army has entrusted the leadership of the country 
to a Government of National Defence under the presidency of 
Sayid Rashid al Gailani.” 

The Diplomatic Correspondent of THe Times, commenting 
on the coup, says that it is more than possible that Sayid 
Rashid’s efforts to overthrow the Government have been assisted 
by the former Mufti of Jerusalem, “ who has become quite a 
feature in the Iraqi political landscape and is believed to be 
also dabbling in Syrian affairs.” 

There seems litthe doubt that the change of Government has 
come about also through Axis intrigues—Germany has for a 
long time flooded the country with money and propaganda. 
Sayid Rashid himself did not hide his pro-Axis sympathies, as, 
when Prime Minister at the beginning of this year, he refused 
to break off relations with Italy, in spite of British representa- 
tions and the Anglo-Iraqgi Alliance, and an Italian Minister 
remained in Baghdad. On assuming the headship of the Govern- 
ment m this new move, however, Sayid Rashid broadcast a 
message in which he said that its programme was aimed at the 
fulfilment of all the country’s international obligations, especially 
the Anglo-lIraq: Treaty. 

But, it is officially said in London, the fact remained that the 
present movement in Baghdad was a complete violation of the 
Iraqi Constitution, and deeds. not words, must be the basis 
of any judgment. 


“ Mischief in Iraq” 


Under the heading “ Mischief in Iraq,” the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN, in a leader note, says: 

’ However it may work out, it puts pro-Axis men in power. 
.. . In estimating the pro-Axis forces in Iraq the former 
Mufti of Jerusalem also has to be kept in mind. Since he fled 
from Palestine, first at Damascus and then at Baghdad, he has 
been a centre of political intrigue, and what he thinks of Britain 
is well known, Add that Nazi and Fascist agents have been 
working hard in Iraq as they have been in Syria on the Arab 
Nationalists, and there is little left to explain.” 

_It may be recalled that the ex-Mufti’s record has been con- 
sistently that of the most mischievous of political adventurers. 
oon after the end of the last war, Haj Amin, who had asso- 
ciated with the enemies of the Allies, and had been banished 
from Palestine, was, in the teeth of great opposition even from 
notable Arabs, appointed as Mufti of Jerusalem by Sir Herbert 
Samuel, when he was Hieh Commissioner for Palestine. 

The smooth-spoken Mufti, while outwardly professing a 
merely rational criticism of Jewish aspirations, persistently 
incited weak-minded Arabs against them—he was, in fact, 
Palestine’s Jew-hater and Jew-baiter No. 1 [Ever ready to 
indulge in intrigues, both anti-British and anti-Jewish, he has 
notoriously curried favour and worked covertly with the 
Italians and the Germans, in the hope that they would back his 
unbounded personal ambitions in the Near East.

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HOME-MADE AIDS TO BEAUTY 


‘s H dear, that’s the third shop I've been 
to, and there's no lipstick, no cleansing 
milk, and no skin food to be had! 

I've not more than a quarter of an hour 

before my train goes and I simply daren't 

be late back on duty’—thus the anguished 
cry of my friend in the A.T.S. I happened 
to have by me a spare tube of lipstick, the 
colour of which blended well with my 
friend's complexion, and this, together with 

a little pot of home-made skin food I had 

with me, I slipped into her haversack. 

In the few spare minutes we had at the 
station, when I told her about the cosmetics I 
had been able to give her she was extremely 
interested and curious. 


Difficulty With Make-up 


“Home-made skin food!" she exclaimed, 
“I never heard of such a thing. All the girls 
in my section complain about the difficulty they 
have now in fitting up the jolly old make-up 
boxes, and you know you get your face so 
grimy and dirty on the job that something 
simply has to be done, in the way of post- 
war planning, where my complexion is con- 
cerned, I couldn't bear to think | was going 
to erect the peace with a ruined complexion! ” 

Before I had seen my friend and luggage 
safely into her compartment, I had convinced 
her of the practical value of home-made aids 
to beauty to replace those we used to be able 
to get by just stepping into a shop. What's 
more, | had undertaken to supply her and her 
closest friends with some of my own concoc- 
tions. Naturally, as I pointed out, what I 
make up in the present emergency is not in- 
tended fully to replace all those excellent pro- 
ducts we hope again, when victory is achieved, 
to be able to buy as we need them. For one 
thing, it is impossible to get the same degree 
of refining without the complicated mechanical 
processes that are used in the manufacture of 
beauty products. However, believe me, you 
can do a lot if you try intelligently. 

Let us begin with the essential cleansing milk 
that a busy woman simply must have to wipe 
over her face and neck, not only at night, but 
during the day also if her occupation its one 
which exposes her to dust and grime. I make 
my cleansing lotion this way. I get a bottle 
three-parts filled with witch hazel, and I buy 


a small quantity of both rose water and simple 
tincture of benzoin. This last is expensive, but 
sixpennyworth will go a long way and help to 
make several bottles of cleansing milk. The 
witch-hazel bottle is then nearly filled with the 
rose water and thoroughly shaken. When it 
is sufficiently blended just a few drops of the 
benzoin are added, until the whole mixture 1s 
milky and non-transparent. 

You should use it freely to wipe off grime 
and dirt, and in the mornings, after just a 
sprinkle of cold water to freshen you up, work 
a small quantity of the cleansing milk into 
your skin and blend it with your foundation 

This is how I make skin food, It makes an 
excellent cream and has kept my skin fresh 
and well nourished. I get from the chemist 
an ounce of spermicectti wax, which [ put into 
a clean pot, and place on the top of the stove 
when the heat is not too fierce. I use a large 
pot for the whole ounce, or a smaller one for 
half an ounce. When the wax has turned into 
oil, I add about three teaspoonfuls of almond 
oil, stir it well with an erinond mustard spoon, 
and then put in just about a mustard-spoonful 
of Fullers earth and about the same tiny 
quantity of fine oatmeal 


Improvised Lipstick 


For an improvised lipstick, | use spermicett: 
wax and some cochineal, and to get that orange 
shade we all like I add one tiny drop ot aqua 
flavian, which, I expect you know, is an anti 
septic, used for dressing wounds. I must stress 
the need for using only the very tiniest drop 
of the antiseptic. The yellow colour will blend 
with the red of the cochineal and produce the 
orange tint. Let the wax get nearly cool and 
then roll it in your hand, and with a clean 
nail-file, pack it into an empty lipstick holder 

If you can't get mascara, buy a tube of black 
boot polish, and use it just in the same way 
as you did the mascara. You can make a good 
lotion for your cyes by dissolving a tcaspoon- 
ful of Epsom salts and the same quantity of 
boracic crystals in about eight ounces of boil- 
ing water, and bottling it when it ts cool. 

Later in the season, when they are casy to 
buy, use the skin of cucumbers, by boiling them 
in a litthe water and then straining the juice 
and bottling it. This makes an excellent skin 
tonic. When you have prepared it, you should 
add a drop or two of tincture of benzoin to 
help tighten up the pores of your skin.

is a good plan to keep a jam jar with a 
small quantity of oatmeal in it in your bath- 
room, and after you have washed your hands 
rub them well with the meal.

Even dusting powder can be prepared, by 
mixing powdered starch with. a small quantity 
of zinc oxide and a littl boracic powder. This 
will make an excellent foot powder. If you 
want a general dusting powder, buy some pre- 
cipitate of chalk, and mix this with the starch, 
omitting the zinc and boracic, and perhaps you 
can add a few drops of your favourite scent 
essence to give it a fragrance. 

Hair rinses are made in several ways. If 
you have dark hair, you cannot do better than 
use a rinse made by adding about two tea- 
spoonfuls of vinegar to a pint of water. For 
fair hair, get some camomile flowers from your 
chemist, pour boiling water over them, in the 
proportion of about a pint of water to an ounce 
of heads, allow it.to stand until cool, and then 
pour it through a strainer, and use after your 
shampoo.

PASSOVER FARE (continued) 


Potato Pastry 


_ THe recipe for potato pastry which was given 
im a recent issue can easily be adapted for use 
during Passover. Take 4 oz. each fine matza 
meal and mashed potato and 2 oz. dripping 
Or margarine. Add a little salt to the sieved 
meal and rub in the fat with the tips of the 
fingers, then add the well mashed potato and 
mix to a paste with very little cold water. Rol! 
out on a board dusted with meal, 

This paste can be used for small tartlets or 
for a flan case, but should be baked blind 
and the fillings added after it is cooked. If tor 
a flan case, shape well into a flan ring or deep 
sandwich tin, or if for tartlets cut into rounds. 
Bake in a hot oven for about 10 minutes. For 
a sweet filling use tinned fruit or stewed 
rhubarb or apple. The fruit should be strained 
and arranged in the pastry, and the juice should 
be boiled rapidly till it is quite thick. Leave 


till nearly cold, then spoon over the fruit 
carefully. 
Mixed cooked vegctables in well-flavoured 


white sauce can also be used, or flaked fish in 
sauce, or finely diced meat moistened with thick 
brown gravy. 


Potato Pancakes 


GRaTe some raw potato into cold water, 
drain very thoroughly and add sufficient fine 
meal to form a batter. Season well with salt 
and pepper. Melt a little dripping and make 
very hot in a thick frying pan. Drop the mix- 
ture on to it in spoonfuls, and when brown 
on one side turn and brown on the other. These 
can be served with the meat course, or, if pre- 
ferred, as a sweet. If the latter then omit the 
pepper, and when cooked serve with jam or 
any other preserve available. 


Hot Potato Salad 


Tuts is excellent served with boiled beef. Boil 
potatoes in their jackets till tender. When coo! 
enough to handle skin and cut into slices, 
season with salt and pepper. add a little finely 
chopped spring onion and some chopped 
parsicy. For 1} lb, potatoes take four table- 
spoonfuls oil and vinegar, add 4 teaspoonful 
sugar, salt and pepper and make hot. Pour 
this over the potatoes, mix thoroughly and 
place in a moderate oven till hot through. 


Potato Dumplings 


Potatoes, 2 lb.; matza meal, 3 cup; 2 eggs: 
salt, | teaspoonful: grated nutmeg. 

Boi potatoes in their jackets, then remove 
skins and mash very thoroughly, Add beaten 
eggs, matza meal, salt and nutmeg, mix 
thoroughly and knead till smooth. Shape into a 
long thin roll, cut into even-sized pieces about 
inch and roll these into cork-shaped cro- 
quettes. Drop into boiling salted water and 
cook rapidly till they rise to the top, then 
simmer gently for about 5 minutes longer. 


Salad Dressing 


1 large baked potato; oil, 4 tablespoonfuls: 
vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls; sugar, } teaspoonful ; 
salt, + teaspoontul. 

Remove skin from potato and rub it 
through a sieve. Stir in salt, sugar, and half 
the vinegar. Mix well, add the oi! slowly, and 
when creamy stir in remaining vinegar. Use 


this for cooked vegetable salads.

The Sub-Committee of the Federation of Women Zionists held 
a luncheon last week whose menu was composed of the war-time 
yecipes to them by the demonstrations recent! iven 
by Mrs. Stanley, under the auspices of the Ministry of Food. 
Thus some hundred and fifty Zionist women had ar opportunity 
of tasting for themselves the results of the cookery lessons. 

As Mrs. Stanley said, the job of adapting herself to present 
conditions is a supreme one fur the Jewish housewife. She is 
by nature conservative—traditional, perhaps it would be more 
accurate to say. At the same time she has no “ backdoor 
approach “ to catering in war-time such as is available for others 
in the shape of ready-cooked potted meat or edible offal. She 
must therefore study wholeheartedly and scientifically the best 
means of dealing with the foods available. That luncheon was 
a case in point, and showed what could be done with carrots, 
raw cabbage, oat cakes, and pastry made with potato flour.

HAKOAH’S NOBLE IDEA 


“Sacred Grove’’ Memorial to “ Unknown 
Jewish Victim ”’ 


The current issue of Hakoan News (the bulletin issued 
by the Maccabi Aid Committee, which keeps in touch 
members of the Vienna Hakoah Swimming Club and the 
Bratislava Bar Kochba) contains a beautiful idea: 

“ Every year,” says the paper, “ the first days of spring carry 
a rather sad memory with them: the anniversary of the 
* Anschluss * and the beginning of our emigration.” After reter- 
ing to the great number: of Jewish victims of the Continental 
upheaval and the Jews who were murdered in German concen- 
tration camps, and in towns and temples on November Il, 1938, 
who were shot “ while escaping,’ who died from starvation 
in one of the French camps or succumbed to the strain of 
wandering—-the bulletin records a suggestion made m Aurnat, 
the American journal for Jewish 
* Memorial to the Unknown Jewish Victim.” 

“ For technical and financial reasons,” goes on the Hakoan 
News, “the construction of a dignificd building will not be 
possible during and wnmediately after the war We should, 
therefore, like to modily the plan, in order to make it practic- 
able without delay 

* There is no place in the world where this Memorial could 
so fittingly stand as Palestine; and there ts no nobler torm tor 
it, than a silent grove on one of the hills of our country, Every- 
one who loves to honour and to immortalise the memory of a 
fallen friend, of a living hero, or of the * Unknown Jew ° shall 
contribute one or several trees. Thus the Monument will be 
come a genuine thank-olhering of the whole of our people, 
raised from the smallest contributions of hundreds of thousands 

“ Hakoah members!——Let us without much humming 
and ha-ing--others will follow Each of you who mourns a 
victim, or the legion of our victims, will plant a tree.. Thus 
you will help our country by adding a new forest to its beauty 
and fertility; and you rane a monument symbolising the mean- 
ing of our victims’ sacrifice: new life for every death, new 

lessing for our land from every drop of blood shed by the 
murderer's hand 

“ We shall begin with a small grove, itt will soon grow to a 
large forest, covering a chain of our bulls, and its solemn rust 
ling will sing the song of our heroes. In later and better times 
a memorial of stone, perhaps a gigantic monolith, shall be 
constructed im the centre of the wood and carry the names of the 
honoured dead, crowned by an ever-burning flame shining forth 
far across our country every night

scheme by means of a gencrous grant made to nt by the Trustees 
of the Carnegie Trust Fund 

fhe National Association of Boys’ Clubs are not considering 
a similar scheme for the present, because so many of the best 
type of boy leader are now in the armed forces, and tt would 
be unfair to deprive them of the opportunity to enter tor the 
bursaries

CAREERS ADVICE 


Many inquiries have been received from Orthodox Jews 
who. while anxious to engage in some form of national 
service and help in the country’s war effort, would like to 
know whether it were possible to obtain jobs in which they 
could still keep the Sabbath, The matter has been the 
subject of even more inquiry since the issuing of the recent 
Ministry of Labour registration Order for industrial age- 
groups for both men and women. Some negotiations have 
been carried on with the appropriate authorities by an 
Orthodox body, to see whether an Orthodox Jewish group 
can be formed for training under the Government schemes, 
with the idea of undertaking work where the Sabbath can 
be kept. Orthodox Jews who are interested are asked by 
those conducting the negotiations to register provisionally 
with the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau, 22, 
Buxton Street. London, F.1, or at 3, Northumberland Street, 
Manchester, by post, giving details of health, age, and 
previous experience.

Naturally, Passover being the  turning- 
point im our history, many interesting 
legends are told about it, and I have 
selected a few for our chat to-day. 


THe Pracut 


It is said that at a certain time of the 
year all the neighbouring kings and princes 
had to pay tribute to King Pharaoh. Each 
prince brought costly gifts and was always 
accompanied by his own special god. 
Moses and Aaron were told by God to 
demand the release of the Israelites. 
Dressed in rich garments, they presented 
themselves at the palace gates, and as the 
guards thought they were also princes 
coming to pay homage, they came into the 
presence of Pharaoh. 

“Where ts your god and what presents 
have you brought?” asked Pharaoh. 
Aaron, the spokesman, replied, “We come 
in the name of God, who asks for the Jews 
to leave Egypt.” “Who is this God of 
yours? " demanded Pharaoh, in great anger. 
“ He has not sent presents and His name is 
not recorded in the book of gods. What has 
He done? 

Aaron replied, “He has created the 
world and everything that is in it, even thee. 
O Pharaoh! 

“Rubbish,” said 
mine and I created 
people all worship it.” 
To punish Pharaoh for his refusal to 
listen, God caused the first of the ten 
plagues to fall upon the River Nile.

The Rabbis give us an explanation of the 
reason. why each particular plague fell on 
Feypt. They tell us that the water of the 
River Nile was changed to blood, because 
Pharaoh had ordered the drowning of the 
baby boys. The third plague, of tmsects, 
came from the dust. The cruel Egyptians 
had forced the Israclites to clean the 
streets (even as Hitler has done in recent 
times), and therefore the dust of the 
Egyptian streets was turned into vermin 
and plagued the Egyptians. 

The last plague of all, the slaying of the 
first-born, naturally was the cause of great 
fear and alarm among the Egyptians. The 
legend tells us that the princess who had 
rescued Moses as a baby went to him and 
said, “When vou were a tiny unprotected 
infant, | nursed you and saved you from the 
river. Now see what you have done in 
return.” Moses reassured her and promised, 
“QO, princess, | am indeed grateful to you, 
but all the others must be punished for not 
obeying God's will, But no harm will 
come to you now or at any future time.”

There is a curious tale told about the 
destruction of the Feyptians. The Bible 
says, “ The host of Pharaoh was drowned,” 
but Ww mever actually says that Pharaoh 
himself was destroyed. Legend relates that 
when Pharaoh saw his chariots and army 
disappear in the Red Sea he was afraid to 
turn back, but fled to Nineveh and was 
later made king of that city. 1 must recall 
to your minds the story of Jonah (read as 
Maftic on Yom Kippur in the afternoon 
service). Jonah, at God's command, went 
to Nineveh and implored the people to 
repent and return to the worship of God. 
But the people, at first inclined not to 
listen, were told by the king, “1 remember 


this man’s God and what happened to me- 


when I despised Him in Egypt. | Repent 
while there is still tome.” So Nineveh 
listened and was saved from destruction.

Budget influences have been at work in the stock 
markets. The principal effect has been to curtail the 
volume of business. No particular setback is seen in 
security values. In fact, the tone remained confident even 
following the extension of the war to the Balkans. 

Subscriptions towards current Government loans are 
maintained at a satisfactory level. 

Many important industrial dividend announcements are 
usually forthcoming during the month of April. These 
include statements from Imperial Chemical Industries, 
Marks and Spencer, Cable and Wireless, and Dunlop 
Rubber. Some delay may be occasioned this year. In fact. 
it is already announced by the Dunlop Rubber directors 
that the accounts for last year may be somewhat delayed. 
It is expected, however, that they will be ready for issue 
next month. All the statements are awaited with interest. 


REFUGE ASSURANCE 


Sharcholders of the Refuge Assurance Company must have 
fet satisfied with the position of their company as outlined by 
the Chairman, Mr, J. Wilcock Holgate, at the recent annual 
meeting.

SIR MAX J. BONN’S STATEMENT 


The following statement by the Chairman, Sir Max 
J. Bonn, has been issued to the shareholders of the 
United Glass Bottle Manufacturers, Ltd.: 


Your directors deemed ft a matter of general con- 
venience that my necessarily brief observations should 
accompany the annual report and accounts for the 
financial year ended December 31, 1940. Thus, the 
general meeting to be held on April 17 will be called 
upon to transact formal business only. 

The satisfactory figures now submitted for your 
approval do not adequately reflect the difficulties under 
which our factories have been working, some, fortu- 
nately, of a temporary nature only, others of a general 
character. It is therefore right that pride of place 
should be given to an expression of sincere appreciation 
and best thanks to the managers of the factories and to 
all members of the U.G.B. organisation. Their efforts 
and exertions have not been limited to their ordinary 
duties, but cover the wider field of additional service, 
which both self-interest and public spirit demand. 


I know that it will give Mr. T. C. Moorshead very 
special satisfaction to convey this message to all con- 
cerned, with which, I am sure, shareholders would wish 
to be associated. 

Your business is becoming more markedly sub- 
ordinate to the national effort, both by direct contribu- 
tion and the effect on our customers of the Limitation 
of Supplies Orders. 
~ If I deal more cursorily with the comparative figures, 
you will appreciate the need for greater reticence. 

BALANCE-SHEET TTEMS 

Dealing with the assets side of the balance-sheet it 
will be observed that plant and machinery at £558,449 
compare with £598,052 fast year. The sum of £120,000 
has been invested in National War Bonds, and during 
the St. Helen’s War Weapons Week in March this year 
we subscribed a further sum of £25,000. The “ U.G.B.” 
National Savings Group, which was formed in Janu- 
ary, 1940, has received the continued support of our 
staff and works employees throughout the organisation. 
Cash at bankers, £170,951, shows a decrease of £38,469. 
Stocks, stores, and packages are increased by £160,843 
to £783.844. Debtors, including dividends due from 
subsidiary companies (since received) at £701,380, com- 
pare with £650,105. On the liability side of the account 
sundry creditors and provision for income-tax, Excess 
Profits Tax, war damage insurances, and contingencies 
at £758.999 show an increase of £204,801. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


The net profit for the year shown in the accounts is 
£236,345 (as against the previous year £248,443), to 
which is added the balance from last year, £41,096. 
After making various allocations, to which I shall refer 
later on. there remains available for distribution 
£193,251. 

The dividend for the year, less income tax, on the 
preference shares, £51,809, and an interim dividend, less 
income tax. on the ordinary shares, £22,480, have been 
paid, and it is proposed to pay a final dividend on the 
ordinary shares of 6 per cent., less income tax, making 
94 per cent. for the year (same as last year) and a cash 
bonus of 24 per cent., less income tax (same as last 
year), £54,594, and to carry forward a balance of 


£64,368. 
SUBSIDIARY COMPANIES 


The item. “ Dividends from Subsidiary Companies,” 
consists mainly of the contribution we receive from 


British Bottles, Ltd. Once again they have worked in 
accordance with the key figure on which the merger was 
based, but have distributed only the same dividend as 
last year, less the heavier deduction for income tax. 


Our Northern factories make an essential, though 
indirect, contribution to the export effort. As regards 
the export of empty bottles, U.G.B. show a further 
satisfactory increase. 


Kork-N-Seal, Ltd., have somewhat reduced their 
dividend, largely as a measure of precaution. During 
the year they moved some of their activities closer to 
their main consumers; pending the smoothing-out of 
the inevitable difficulties of physical transfer, it 1s only 
reasonable to expect some drop in. net carnings. 


INCREASED COSTS 


Practically throughout the whole of the year our 
rising costs have been absorbed without any increase in 
our prices. This was solely possible thanks to the 
large volume and the increased velocity of our turnover 
and the economies resulting therefrom. Towards the 
end of the year, however, it became necessary to impose 
a further price increase of 10 per cent. 


You will readily .appreciate the difficulty in making 
strict Comparisons with pre-war results; apart from the 
heavy surcharges —such as the increase in wages, raw 
materials, freights, ctc., etc.—the cost of war risk insur- 
ance constitutes a heavy incidence. Provision for the 
back payment which will become due in respect of war 
risk insurance on buildings and plant has been made as 
a direct working charge. 


You will observe the special reference in the amount 
charged for depreciation under the heading of “ Depre- 
ciation of moulds.” We have had to restrict our mould 
work more and more. Thus, it has been impossible to 
keep them at the normal U.G.B. standard of repair, 
the highest possible one. When we return to post-war 
practice we shall be confronted with heavy arrears for 
mould repair, and we have now started making the 
necessary provision. 


ALLOCATION OF PROFITS 


As regards the allocation of the net profit shown, 


those for debenture sinking fund, staff benevolent fund, 


and air raid precaution expenditure require no special 
comment. 

Rather than add to general reserve, we have allocated 
£25,000 to contingency reserve and have increased the 
carry-forward by £23,272. We would ask you to regard 
this liquidity as an indication of the many uncertainties 
which may affect our production. So far, however, we 
have worked quite satisfactorily and in accordance with 
our anticipations, which envisaged some. shrinkage 
from the abnormally high level of our general business 
during the last few years. 

I am happy to be able to state that within the last few 
days we have had word from our friends, the Owens- 
Illinois Glass Company, offering to extend our technical 
understanding for a further period. Quite apart from 
its practical value, we regard it as a gesture significant 
of their desire, in common with the American people, 
to extend a helpful hand. 


Once again we offer our best wishes to absent 
colleagues and to all other members of our organisation 
engaged on active service and civil defence, and look 
forward to the renewal of a more personal meeting with 
our shareholders.

A GOOD REPORT 


A most satisfactory report for 1940 has been issued by United 
Glass Bottlh Manufacturers. Trading profits were up trom 
£456,452 to £537,768. After meeting expenses, including tax 
provision for £240,000 against £150,000, the net profit is 
£2%6,345, against £248,443 for 1939. 

As the Chairman, Sir Max J. Bonn, mentions in a statement 
which accompanies the report, the satisfactory figures do not 
adequately reflect the difficulties of the year. The business is 
becoming more markedly subordinate to the National effort. 

The Company can point to an excellent dividend record. 
Total ordinary dividend for 1940 is maintained at 9} per cent., 
and the customary 2} per cent. cash bonus is also forthcoming. 
There is no transfer to general reserve this time, but £25,000 
goes to contingency reserve, and £15,000 for A.R.P.

AN ALL-BEETHOVEN PROGRAMME
